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iIi;^toiy  of  Saraboo,  Wi,!r^'co%sij\. 


WllEX  the  uhitc  pioneers  v.-aiKlered  into  this  beautiful  vullev, 
tliey  fouuil  it  iu  the  possession  of  the  Wi]nieb:igo  Indians. 
That  other  people  liad  previously  inhabited  it,  is  ajiparent  from  the 
numerous  mounds,  or  iio/iuU,  found  in  this  vieinity,  uhieii  are  supposed 
to  have  been  made  by  an  extinct  race  of  people  ;  and  also  from  the 
the  fact  that  tlie  Wiunebagoes  are  known  to  have  Avandered  hither\vard 
from  some  land  near  th.o  sea,  as  Winnebngo,  or  rather  AVecncbago, 
means  "fetid  -water,"  these  people  having  been  so  muned  by  the  Algon- 
quins,  since  the  f<.>rriier  came  iron  the  salt  Avater  marshes.  ^\  e  are  also 
told  by  those  vho  have  investigated  the  matter  that,  previous  to  the 
advent  of  the  AVinnebagoes,  or  Ot-cha-gras,  as  they  call  themselves, 
other  races  of  Indians  owned  and  occupied'  these  lands,  among  which 
Avere  the  Sacs,  or  Saukees,  from  Avliom  this  county  takes  its  name.  It 
is  not  the  intention  of  the  writer,  however,  t»  dwell  long  upon  this  part 
of  tlic  history  of  Barabjo.  Had  it  not  been  for  a  desire  to  mention 
the  mounds,  which  ore  so  numerous  here,  the  Indian  history  would 
probably  not  be  tou-^hed  u})'ni  at  all,  as  numerous  others,  better  qualified 
for  the  task  than  the  writer,  have  put  out  works  on  the  subject;  and  to 
these  the  reader  is  referred  for  fuller  information  concerning  the  first 
owners  of  this  valley.  But  the  mounds  are  wortliy  of  a  passing  notice 
in  a  work  of  this  kind,  which  is  designed  to  give  both  histories  and 
descriptions  of  the  diiTcrent  localities."-^'  These  mounds  were  made  by  a 
race  of  jK'Ople  known  b^  us  as  the  rniHind-builders.       Who  they  were 

*XoTK.— The  ciHtMi-  ,u"  i!ii>  woik  ncknowli'il^rrcs  the  assislaiiro  of  runny  oftlio 
okls''ttI.'rsof  Baiiih  u)  in  coi'iMiliiiir  thi?  history;  i\Uo  iicr  iiiaobti-<li»f>s  to  W .

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'J'licv  ;iv('  siq.itoscd  t^^  have  been  a  barLarous  people,  Avlio    emigrated 
IVoin  tlie  t^uutb,   tlie  latter  siip|iOsiti()n  being  in-obably  arrived  at  from 
the  faet  tbat  the  iiiouuds,  many  of  ^vhieh  in  ihi.^  locality  represent  birds 
and  animals,  are  nearly  all  facing  south\vard,  or  to^vard  the   fatherland 
of  the  mound-builders.       Many  of  the  mounds  are  in  the  hnmcdiate 
vicinity  of  the  village  of  Baraboo.        Mr.  Canfield,  who  takes  the  sup- 
])osition  that  the  tumuh'y\CYQ  made  for  burial  purposes,  says  that,  in  the 
din'erent  groui  >,  the  sepulchral  mounds  occupy  the  center,  and  that  the 
l)irds  and  beasts  are  arranged  on  the  outskirts,  as  though  mock  guards 
for  the  dead.     In  the  center  of  a  cluster  of  the  mounds,  now  the  south- 
e;:stern  subu.rbs  of  the  village;  the  "Winnebagoes  are  said  to  have  had  a 
counsel  house.        Upon    incjuivy   concerning  said  counsel  house,    the 
oldest  settlers  tell  us  that  on  their  arrival  here,  they  found  three  poles 
erected  from  the  top  of  a  mound,  and  from  each  pole  floated  a  piece  of 
dirtv  rag.       These  probably  comprised  all  of  the  counsel  house  in  its 
best  da  vs.       Xear  by  were  Indian  corn  fields  ;   and  at  the  corn  fields 
Archibald  Barker  built  a  cabin  in  1887.    '  The  Indians  destroyed  the 
house  and   drove  him  away.      But  this  part  of  the  country,  being  the 
site  of  several  excelleut  water-powers,  the  hopes  of  th.e  Indians  long  to 
hohl  the  beautiful   valh-y  in  their   own  possession,  were  doomed  to  be 
bli'ditcd.      It  was  a  spot  that  the  white  man  would  not  pass  by  unnoticed, 
thoudi  wtdled  in  by  rocky  bluiTs,  over  which  it  was  dithcult  to    travel 
before  any  roads  were  laid  out.     Some  of  those,  who  climbed  the  bluffs, 
saw  the  swift,  clear  waters  of  the  Baraboo  River  Avinding  through  a 
valley  of  great  fertility  and  beatity,  and  they  resolved  to  make  a  home 
upon  its  banks,  regardless  of  the   disapprobation    of  the  Indians.       It 
raav  be  Avell  to  say  something  here  regarding  the  origin  of  the   name 
Baraboo,  as  a])i>Hod  to  the  river.       It  seems  from  what  facts  Mr.  Can- 
iie!d"s  researches  have  discovered,  that  the  river  has  at  different  periods 
1-een  known  by  diflereut  names.       lie  says  that  on  a  six -penny  map  of 
tlic  United  States  brought  from  GlasgoAV,  Scotland,  by  John  Dickey,  in 
\>4-2,  it  bore  the  name  of  Belle  Chassc.       Farnam's   map  of  Michigan 
and  "Wisconsin,  published  in  1830,  called  it  Bonibeau's  Creek.     A  map 
of  Long's  second  expedition  to  the  Kocky  ^lountaius  in  18J:J,  gave  it 
the  nanie,  ^vfahlenak.       The  oldest  settlers,  however,  know  the  river  by 
no  name  excepting  the  Baraboo:    and  even  the  origin  of  this  name  re- 
inriin^  in  <lonv,r.    S'^u'io  Indian  inirTjo-et'^rs  have  repr.-mted  it  as  belong- 
ing to  the  Indian  tongue,  tliougli  they  diHcr  in  regard  to  its  meaning— 
.-ouie  ^aviu'.T  it  means  ••crooked  v,orm."  and  others  "beautiful  hunting 
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grounds,"  or  something  of  the 'kind.  It  is  (|uite  proba1)le  tlitit  thcsr 
interpretations  are  not  correct,  since  it  is  now  generally  believed  to  have 
been  named  by  a  certain  Frenchman,  n  Captain  Barebcau,  or  Barebeaux, 
who  once  spent  a  niglit  on  its  baid<s  in  company  with  some  Josuir 
priests.  This  is  sul)strintiated  by  ]).  K.  Noyes,  Esq.,  postmaster  of 
Baraboo,  -who  many  years  ago  received  such  information  from  Governor 
Doty,  a  well-known  pioneer  of  Wisconsin,  now  deceased.  The  Baraboo 
River  has,  at  this  point  and  near  it,  several  fine  water-powers,  the  im- 
provement of  which  forms  a  large  portion  of  Baraboo  history;  and  of 
these  we  will  now  treat.  The  river,  we  are  told,  is  seventy  miles  long, 
being  two  hundred  feet  wiilc  at  this  place,  and  furnishes  ten  thousand 
inches  of  water.  It  is  made  up  of  springs,  and  holds  in  solution  a 
large  quaTitity  of  iron,  the  wdiole  valley  being  largely  permeated  with 
that  minei-al.  Tlie  two  first  bridges  across  the  Baraboo  were  built  by 
Eben  Peck,  at  his  own  expense,  and  both  of  them  were  carried  off  ])y 
floods. 

Sometime  during  the  summer  of  I80I*,  James  Alban,  the  first  settler 
of  Sauk  Prairie,  discovered  Devil's  Lake,  and  what  seemed  a  fertile 
valley  beyond  it ;  and  he  afterward  related  the  incident  to  Eben  Peck, 
the  first  white  settler  of  Madison,  while  on  a  visit  to  that  place.  The 
glowing  description  rd"  the  lake  and  surrounding  country  induced  ^Fr. 
Peck  to  accompany  Mr.  .\lbnn  on  a  tour  of  exploration.  A  few  days' 
journe}'  brought  tliem  to  the  Baraboo  Rapids,  and  here  they  found  two 
encampments  of  Indians,  who  disputed  their  right  of  possession.  Mr. 
Peck,  however,  selected  the  lower  great  bend  of  the  river  as  his  claim, 
and,  in  spite  of  the  threats  of  the  Indians,  the  two  remained  on  it  one 
night.  This  claim,  since  known  as  the  Lower  or  Maxwell  water  power, 
is  not  far  from  where  tlic  Chicago  and  Xorthwestern  dopot  building^' 
now  ai'c.  In  the  fall  of  ISG'J,  Eben  Peck,  in  company  with  his  Avife, 
Rosaline,  and  his  brother  Luther,  made  another  visit  to  the  I'araboo. 
They  made  the  journey  in  a  carriage  to  Sauk  Prairie.  Prom  thence 
they  were  obliged  to  travel  on  horseback,  following  an  Indian  trail  to 
reach  the  Baraboo.  The  water  was  very  high,  and  Mr.  I'eck  advised 
his  wife  not  to  attempt  the  crossing  of  the  river.  But  she  Avas  detei-- 
mined  to  see  the  claim,  and  so  swam  her  horse  across,  at  the  expense  of 
a  thorough  wetting.  She  is  without  doul»t  the  first  vhite  woman  that 
ever  looked  on  the  15arab:.o  valbn-.  V(]Mo  ridiuu'  aei-oss  wliat  is  now 
Peek's  Pi.iii'le,  they  mot  Abraliam  \\'o..d  :\\id  AVallaee  1-owen,  two 
men  who  wei-e  lookinj;  up  a  wator-povrcr.  and  v,ho  sideeted  "the  ujijwr 
threat  boul  of  ila-  rivci-  ('mt  tlieir  claim. 
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In  tlic  winter  of  tlic  same  year,  Mr.  Wood  built  a  cabin  and  moved  his 
family,  consisting;  of  his  \vifeand  two  children  into  it.  Mrs.  "Wood  was 
a  s<iuaw,  daughter  of  the  Indian  cliief  Delsurah.  She  is  represented  as 
being  a  supei-ior  woman,  consiilering  tliis  fact ;  while  Wood  is  remem- 
bered as  the  terror  uf  the  country.  Wallaee  l\owen  was  also  a  married 
man,  and  had  a  large  family.  They  had  lived  on  the  frontier  so  long 
that  they  all  spoke  the  Winnebago  tongue  with  great  fluency.  Wood 
began  the  improvement  of  the  water-power  that  winter;  and  about  the 
same  time  two  more  pioneers,  James  Van  Slykc  and  Chester  Matson, 
having  visited  the  Kapids,  made  an  attempt  to  jump  Peck's  claim,  and 
began  the  building  of  a  dam.  They  had  little  or  no  means  of  their 
own,  but  by  glowing  descriptions  of  the  country  and  its  advantages, 
they  elicited  the  assistance  of  James  Maxwell  of  ^Valworth  County,  and 
]^erry  JIaney  of  Dane  County,  and  these  gentlemen  furnished  the 
materials  and  provisions  necessary  to  the  erection  of  a  mill,  taking  an 
interest  in  the  same.  But  Mr.  Peck  carried  the  matter  into  tlie  courts, 
and  won  the  suit,  thus  stopping  the  work  of  the  would-be  owners.  The 
dam,  which  was  nearly  completed,  was  afterward  carried  away  by  high 
water  ;  and  several  years  elapsed  bcfoi-e  any  use  was  made  of  the  mill- 
power,  Mr.  Peck  not  being  able  to  improve  it.  Put  he  erected  a  cabin 
on  the  claim  in  the  winter  of  1830,  and  some  time  the  next  year  moved 
his  family  into  it.  lie  had  to  cut  a  road  across  the  blufis  in  order  to 
get  here  by  teams. 

Meanwhile  Wood's  mill  progressed,  and  was  soon  in  running  order. 
A  millwi-igiit,  Draper  by  name,  who  assisted  in  the  building,  Avas  for  a 
time  a  partner  with  Wood  and  Piowen  ;  but  in  1S42  he  disposed  of  his 
iTitei'cst  to  the  others. 

Captain  Levi  Moore  looked  in  on  this  part  of  the  world  in  1840.  lie 
at  first  thought  that  he  coidd  not  live  in  so  wild  a  country,  and  was 
about  turning  his  face  in 'another  direction,  when  he  accidently  met  Mrs. 
Peck.  ]!er  bright,  h<.})eud  face  caused  a  reaction  of  f  eling.  If  a  little 
woman  like  her  could  endure  the  hardships,  he  certainly  cuuld.  So  he 
remained.  In  l84o,  Captain  Moore  ]>ought  one  half  interest  in  the 
saw  mill,  and  two  new  cmers,  Harry  Perry  and  Moses  Xulpli  bought 
the  other  half.  At  this  time  there  was  not  a  whito  seliler  between 
Paraboo  Rajjids  and  the  Mississippi  Pviver,  and  the  three  mill  men  felt 
iunnensely  rich.  All  th:it  grand  sweep  of  couiitry  was  theirs.  \Vhen  a 
new  seilK/V  came  in  they  generously  ga\ehiiti  a  (^luirl'T  section  of  land, 
eun>cious  ih;ii  \i  was  a  veiy  ,-inall  amount  conijiared  with  tiieir  innnen^e 
lio>.se.-sion>;  but  they  did  not  like  to  see  too  many  .-ettlcrs,  or  lie  eontin- 
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ually  making  gifts.  Capt;uii  ^^oore  lunl  but  fifty  dollars  in  monov  v,-licn 
ho  purchased  an  interest  in  the  mill  ;  but  money  was  not  much  used  in 
those  days;  people  rejoiced  in  an  abundance  of  real  estate.  lie,  how- 
ever, opened  a  store,  the  first  in  this  ])art  of  th.e  country,  in  18-14.  ITis 
stock  wa.s  probably  not  very  valuable. 

But  even  the  elements  seem  to  have  been  at  war  with  the  mill  men. 
'J'lie  first  drive  of  logs  from  the  Baraboo  pinery  were  in  the  boom.  They 
liad  been  cut  and  brought  there  by  James  Christie  and  A.  Barker.  The 
boom  broke  away  and  the  logs  went  over  the  dam.  Soon  after  this,  a 
great  flood  s\vo])i  away  both  dam  and  mill.  This  dissolved  the  pnrtiier- 
ship  hitherto  existing  between  i\Iessrs.  Moore,  Perry  &  Nulph.  There 
was  no  use  of  a  ])artnership  a\  hen  there  was  nothing  to  claim.  Wood 
took  back  the  half  interest  chiimed  b\  Messrs.  Perry  and  oSulph,  aiid 
he  and  Mr.  Mt>on'  resolved  to  make  another  c.\j)criment  in  building  a 
mill.  They  pu.t  a  dam  further  up  the  stream,  using  their  past  experi- 
ence to  benefit,  by  building  one  better  calculated  to  withstand  the  force 
of  the  floods.  The  mill  was  in  running  order  in  the  summer  of  184.3. 
The  millwright,  J.  Clement,  who  built  it,  bought  out  Wood's  interest 
soon  after  its  completion. 

In  the  fall  of  1S44,  a  mill  was  erected  at  the  head  of  the  rapids,  and 
a  year  later' still  another,  at  what  is  known  as  the  middle  mill-power. 

But  before  going  further  with  the  mill  history,  we  desire  to  make 
some  passing  remarks  concerning  Abraham  Wood.  He  is  represented 
as  having  been  a  very  large  man,  a  man  of  dauntless  energy,  fearless 
and  daring;  a  hard  drinker,  rough  and  profane,  and  most  terrible  when 
angered,  if  under  the  iniluence  of  liquor.  A  few  anecdotes  may  serve 
to  illustrate  the  character  of  the  man.  He  was  peaceable  enough  when 
sol)er,  but  wjien  tipsy  he  went  ])rowliMg  around  the  country  in  a  lawh*ss 
way,  heljiing  himself  to  an\-thing  he  desired,  and  taking  vengeance  on 
those  whom  he  did  not  like.  Ono  night  he  entered  a  cabin  belonging 
to  a  family  l)y  ihe  name  of  Wcb-tcr,  and  carried  ofl'  a  keg  of  beer,  lie 
was  diseovered  in  that  act  by  Mrs.  Webster,  who  grabbed  him  in  the 
back  by  his  sliirt,  he  being  coatless,  and  demanded  that  he  should 
relinquish  the  bi-cr.  This  he  showed  no  disposition  of  doing,  and  her 
grip  being  a  fim  one,  he  dragged  her  to  considerable  distance,  bawling 
out  the  while  at  the  top  of  his  voice  :  '•  Keep  fast  hold,  madam,  and  I'll 
take  you  straight  to  h — II"  ]l\<  takinu'  of  a  Mi-^sissippi  Biver  stoain- 
bo;il  ;it  an  t-aiiy  d;iy  i-;  ((uite  nmn--:iig,  and  shows  tlic  il-arlo-snes  of  the 
man's  nature.  Jle  and  three  others  -svlio  styled  thcm^^rlves  the  '■  Jiaraboo 
lul^;hers."  took  ikissu'j^'  on  :i  ste:iniboat  for  S-.iint  Louis.      On    the   wav. 
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one  of  the  Luatnion  to..k  ill  Avitli  the  cholera,  uhich  Avas  raging  at   the 
time.     The  i.len  of  the  ehuleva  on  hoanlcansednuich  consternation,  and 
it  v,as  aeci.lea  to  leave  the  sick  man  on  shor-.       lUit  none  of  the  ovav 
would  venture  near  him,  so  great  M-as  their  fear  of  the  disease.       Then 
up  spoke  Ahe:   ''Give  us  ahlanket  and  ^ve,  the  P»arahoo  Rushers,   ^^^\\ 
take  him  ashore.     •  We  a'u't  afered  of  man  or  devil,  nnich  less  a  gripe 
in  the  stomach."     A  hlanket  Avas  furnished,  and  at  the  next  landing  tlie 
four  men  took  the  victim  on;  carrying  him  straight  to  tlu^  Initel.     ''  We 
want  a  hed  for  a  sick  man,"  said  Abe  to  the  landlord.      "  Beds  all  full," 
was  the  replv.      "  Sh<.w  me  one,  I'll  empty  it  d~d  (juick,"    retorted 
\])e.      But  tiie  landlord  was  not  disposed  to  «h3  so.       Meanwhile,    the 
'captain,   considering   that  the  ])avahno  Bushevs  were   exposed   to   the 
infection,   cmcluded  that  then  was  his  time  to   get  rid  of  them ;   and 
without  a  touch  of  the  bell  put  the  boat  out  from  the  landing   and   con- 
tinued the  journey.       The  Kushers,  seeing  the  state  of  affairs,   dropped 
the  sick  man  on  the  hotel  porch,  and  started  after  the  boat.       I'liey  wore 
all  good  swimmers,  and  in  a  very  short  time  they   ''overhauled  her." 
To  siiy  they  were  angry  does  not  half  express  what  their  feelings  were. 
As  soon  as' he  touched  Uic  deck,  Abe  began  to  swear,  and  such  swearing 
even  those  boatmen  had  never  heard.       Tie  cursed  all  of  the  crew  from 
the  highest  to  lowest,  up  and  down  ami  every  other  way.     At  last,  the 
captain  threarened  to  put  liini  a.liorc.       This  was  the  sigmd  for  a  row. 
The  Bushcrs  were  arnu-'d  after  the  manner  of  backwoodsmen,  with  tom- 
ahawks, knives  and  revolvers.     Flourishing  these,  they  sprang  forward 
for  a  battle.     The  suddenness  of  the  attack  and  the  daring  of  the  men, 
so  surprised  the  captain  and .  crew  that  they  surrendered  without  a 
struts-He.      When  he  ha<l  them  completely  at  his  mei-cy,  Abe  flourished 
his  t^cmndiawk  over  the  captain's  head  and  cried:  "We  don't  want  your 
,1_,1  old  rickety  b.^i.t.  but  we   intend   to  teach  you  that  the  Buraboo 
Paishers  are  not  to  be  triiled  with.      This  craft  never  lands  again  uutil 
wc  say  so,  lior  starts  till  we  get  ready.      If  that  don't  suit  you,  we  will 
run  her  to  h— 1  in  spite  of  you."       The  captain  was  very  willing  to 
agree  to  the  terms,  and  for  tlie  remainder  of  tlie  trip  the  Busliers  had 
things  their  own  wav. 

Some  years  later  Abe  \\<ny\  wa<  killcl,   not  fir  from  Baraboo,  l)y 
being  pitched  backward  in  a  wagon,  .-.nd  thus  having  his  neck  l>roken. 

In    t}u>  sunnuer  of  Bsl:',.    Kd.    Willard.    D.    C.    Barry    and   (.leorge

and   during  the  f>ll  of  ilio  f  .llowing  vear  buiU  a  mill  ^\llieh  did  a  good 
1).  (\  IVivrv  -..Id  MUt  -oMii  ;ii'ter  its  cMniphiloi,.  and  in  1  ^  b"> 
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AiiiM.s  CuiikcN    ;iii(l   nsu  liroiiu'i,-^,  .Viaii.^oii  ami  Alva  Culver,  purciiascd 
the  pvup<M'ty. 

Ill  coniinoii  with  all  llie  territory  of  Avesteni  Wi,sc(;ii.-iu,  ■\vliat  is  now 
Sauk  County,  Avas  foDiierly  a  part  of  Crawfurd  County.  At  tlic  time 
of  the  organization  of  Sauk  County,  it  was  attiieliod  to  Dane  County 
for  judicial  }>urpo:^es,  and  so  continued  until  1(^44,  Avlicn  it  was  fully 
organized.  'J'iie  matter  of  organization  was  liolly  contested  by  tlic  two 
precincts  of  the  county,  Aiz:  IJaralioo  and  Prairie  du  Sac,  the  latter 
being  determined  theivforc,  and  the  firmer  ohjecting  on  the  ground  of 
tlie  limited  jjopulation  and  the  increased  expense.  The  Saukites,  being 
successful,  three  commissionei-s  were  appointed  to  locate  the  county-seat. 
They  chose  Prairie  du  Sac,  tliat  place  liaving  agreed  to  donate  a  numljer 
of  lots  to  the  county  board.  The  deed,  however,  made  the  lots  rever- 
tible  to  the  donors  in  case  of  a  removal  of  the  county  seat.  This  caused 
indignation  throughout  the  whole  county,  and  several  public  meetings 
were  held  in  oi-vler  to  devise  means  to  reverse  the  action.  Sometime  in 
184"),  a  committee  of  twelve  was  ajipointcd  to  explore  the  county,  and 
report  concerning  tlie  value  of  the  difiercnt  portions,  in  direct  reference 
to  a  removal  of  the  county  sc.'rt  to  some  better  })oinf.  Only  six  of  the 
committee  were  on  hand  to  talce  the  trip,  and  tliey  <lid  not  make  a  start 
until  November  of  tliat  year.  These  were  Abe  AVood,  Levi  Moore, 
W.  11.  Canfield,  Thomas  Pvcmington,  Ed.  Rendtorft'  and  Count  Ilar- 
aszthy.  The  two  last  were  Saukites.  AVhileout,  the  provisions  became 
exhausted,  and  failing  to  get  game,  the  party  were  out  of  food  two  Avhole 
days.  Tliey  had  about  concluded  to  kill- and  eat  a  dog  that  bore  them 
company,  Avjien  Ca])tain  Moore  was  fortunate  enough  to  shoot  a  deer, 
which  supplied  them  with  abundance  of  food.  Mr.  Canfield  says  that 
the  committee  rejioried  the  whole  of  tlie  interioi-  of  the  county  as  fit  for 
cultivation,  but  Captain  Moore  makes  a  somewhat  dift'erent  statement. 
}fe  says  :  "  'J'o  siiow  how  small  was  the  amount  of  forethought  belong- 
ing to  that  committee,  I  will  say  that  we  individually  and  collectively 
gave  it  as  our  opinion  that  the  Honey  Creek  region  would  never  be 
settled;  and  that  during  the  next  eight  months  it  had  more  new  settlers 
than  all  the  rest  of  the  county  put  together."  'J'hat  Avinter  a  petition 
to  the  legislature,  allowing  the  })eople  to  vote  on  the  [daec  of  county  seat, 
Avas  granted,  and  the  vote  Avent  in  favor  of  Baraboo  Kapids.  TavcIvc 
commissioners  Avere  apiiointod  to  fix  the  point  onthe  Ixapids.  These 
.st'ipped  over  night  at  Mrs.  Perk'>  liuu--,  and  were  ].ursiuided  by  her  to 
think  favorably  of  the  present  >Jte.  it  is  Avonderfid  how  a  good  supper 
and  a  pleasant  hostess  can  influence  a  jiarty  of  men. 
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The  tirst  court  was  held  at  ir^auk,  in  16-14,  Judge  Iiwlu  pioidiug. 
Captain  Mnore  says  that  tlic  people  took  their  anus  and  tonialunvks 
with  them,  intending  to  whip  out  tlic  court  if  their  suits  Averc  decided 
against  thcni,  which  shows  how  little  resi)ect  the  people  of  those  days 
had  for  law  givers  and  law.  Sonietinie  during  the  session  two  bears 
were  seen  on  the  island;  whereupon  the  court  adjourned,  without  even 
])iitting  tlu- matter  to  vote,  until  after  the  capture  of  the  animals,  when 
tliey  took  up  the  broken  threads  of  their  work,  and  went  on  as  caludy 
as  though  they  had  suffered  no  interruption. 

"What  is  known  as  the  middle  mill-power,  wa-5  claimed  in  June,  18-1-1, 
by  George  W.  Brown,  a  resident  of  AVhitewater.  Tlie  land  was  pre- 
empted in  I8II),  at  the  laiid  sale,  by  ^Yillialn  Brown,  a  brother  of 
("leorge,  and  now  a  lawyer  of  Baraboo,  who  deeded  it  for  the  claimant. 
George  W.  Brown  upon  his  arrival  in  1844,  immediately  set  about  im- 
proving the  power,  and  in  August  of  the  same  year,  Marvin  Blake,  a 
brother-in-law  of  the  Browns,  George  Grant  and  se\eial  workmen  made 
their  advent  here,  for  tlie  purpose  of  assisting  in  the  ereeiion  of  a  saw 
mill  at  that  i)nint.  AVliile  excavating  for  the  mill,  the  workmen  found 
the  remains  of  a  mammotli,  some  eight  feet  from  the  surface.  The 
position  of  t!jo  bones  showed  tlie  animal  to  have  been  son\e  thirty-six 
feet  long.  The  bones,  though  apparently  well  kept,  on  being  taken 
from  their  resting  place,  gi-adually  air-slacked  and  became  dust.  The 
mill  was  in  running  order  the  next  spring,  but,  in  1847,  it  proving 
insufficient  for  the  amount  of  work  to  to  be  done,  a  better  and  larger 
mill  was  erected  on  the  same  power.  A  few  months  previous  to  the 
erection  of  the  saw  mill,  its  proprietors  had  built  a  grist  mill  on  the 
opposite  or  north  side  of  the  river,  and  this  was  the  first  grist  mill  on 
the  Baraboo.  It  began  wt«rk  with  one  run  of  stone.  The  next  year, 
Mr,  Brown,  finding  that  he  needed  more  room,  coucludeil  to  build  an 
addition  to  the  mill.  The  raising  took  place  December  15th,  1847,  and 
prove<l  to  lie  a  fatal  investment  for  the  energetic  proprietor.  A  bent  of 
the  frame  fell,  a  timber  striking  him  on  the  head,  killing  him  instantly. 
In  his  death,  the  new  coimtry  which  could  not  well  do  Avithout  om^  of 
its  most  andjitious  and  respected  settlers,  sn-tainod  a  great  loss. 

Lewis  Hayes,  Delando  J'ratt  and  Josiah  llaye^.  in  iStO,  bought  a 
j)ortion  of  the  middle  power  and  erected  a  ^Jungle  and  latli  mill,  and  a 
ch;iir  factory  ;  but  the  business  was  continued  only  a  sliort  lime  <.n 
aeeount  ct'  the  di-;i-rt.r'menr  ..f  tho  Hrm.  ] 'hihirmMU  BraM.  in  l>'-!7. 
bought  ihesaw  null  and  a  half  interest  in  the  \\a;er  po\>er.  The  next 
year  he  settled  with  his  family  at  this  place. 
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Tilt"  building  ui'  ilic  luill.^  oi"  cotuac  LruugliL  many  new  cunicrs,  uimI 
as  early  as  184")  ([uitc'  a  vlllago  had  i^pruiig  up.  Previous  to  tliis,  tinu-s 
had  heon  luird  lor  tlic  settlers.  Tooplc  pounded  the  Avheat  and  corn 
tliev  used  for  hread,  or  grouml  it  in  hand-mills.  Captain  Moore  had  a 
hand-mill  wliicli  fm'  a  time  sorved  the  ^vliole  country.  Money  ^vas 
not  to  he  had,  and  i)coplc  had  great  trouble  in  securing  theirdands  from 
parties  who  ^\•ent  about  "jumping  claims,"  the  settlers  in  nuiny  cases 
not  being  able  to  make  the  necessary  improvements  to  hold  them,  and 
luiviu'^  no  means  to  defend  their  rights.  Even  when  the  land  came  into 
market  in  lS4t;,  few  if  any  were  pre})ared  to  attend  the  sale.  P.ut  at 
or  near  that  time,  Maxwell  purchased  from  the  government  the  mill 
claim  held  by  I'lben  IVck,  and  in   1848   moved  here   >vith  his  family. 

The  Pecks  luxl  ])reviously  let  a  portion  of  their  claim  pass  into  the 
hands  of  Augustine  Ilarasztliy,  and  he  had  erected  a  small  frame  house 
near  the  dam,  and  had  opened  a  store  there.  This  building  tlie  Max- 
wells ])ureha^ed  in  order  to  obtain  an  undisputed  title.  They  tlien 
built,  on  what  is  now  the  east  side  of  the  S(puire,  the  fn-,-,t  frame  building 
on  the  iiorth  bide  of  ihe  rivei'.  This  was  for  a  long  time  known  as  the 
"corner  store."  The  same  year,  1847,  the  "Western  hotel  Avas  erected 
by  Col.  C.  K.  Sumner.  I).  K.  Noyes  came  to  town  the  same  year,  and 
found  the  We.-tern  in  process  of  building  on  his  arrival.  This  hotel 
was  kept  f  )r  a  time  by  Colonel  Sumner,  and  later  av;is  many  years 
under  the  supervision  of  William  Wallace.  At  the  present  writing, 
AVilliam  Pearl,  a  former  resident  of  Peedsburg,  is  the  proprietor. 

A  terrible  Indian  scare  occurred  in  1S44,  to  the  people  of  Sauk 
Prairie,  originating  in  the  re[.f>rt"th;it  the  Indians  were  nuissacring  the 
people  of  Baraboo.  It  said  here  that  a  certain  ]Mrs.  Sliew  got  fright- 
ened in  the  night,  and  lied  in  undress  to  her  brothers,  the  Prewsters, 
with  the  information  that  Baraboo  was  in  flames,  and  that  the  Indians 
were  butchering  the  people.  James  A.  Taylor,  now  of  Spring  Green 
tells  quite  a  laughable  story  concerning  the  scare,  which  we  will  give  as 
nearly  as  po-^-ible  in  his  own  words: 

'•I  was  at  the  time,  living  with  William  Farnum.  Sen.,  on  the 
prairie  near  the  blufls.  Some  Umc  in  the  night,  Albert  Jcmison  waked 
us  up  and  told  tis  that  Mrs.  Brewster,  who  lived  between  the  I'araboo 
Piver  and  the  bluftV,  had  come  over  the  blufls  Inire-fooled  and  out  of 
breath,  liringing  the  news  that  old  Piiehard  Clark  had  been  killed  by 
the  lieliiui^.'aud  his  Iiou.m'  buvned.  and  that  the  savages  were  coming 
tbis  way.  We  a4.ed  hini  '.vbat  we  >hou!d  do,  and  he  sai.l  that  every 
one  must  lake  care  of  hnuself.  'J'hen  he  left,  and  I,  wi.-hing  to  do 
something  tor  myself  and  country,  went  to  John  Ilouver's,  near  by,  and 
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tuld  him  tliat  llit'  liidiiins  uciu  cuiuing,  aiul  that  \vc  imiftL  ilu  siniiclJiiii" 
lor  tlic  ])C'oj)]c.  So  J  t(M)k  a  small  {xtiiy  of  liis  ami  stai-tcil  over  the 
prairie  to  give  the  ahirm.  1  calkd  first  on  Uiiele  JJill  Johnson,  tellin<x 
liini  the  story  as  Jemisoii  had  toM  me.  He  asked  uhat  wc  -were  to 
do,  and  I  said  as  Jemison  had  done,  that  every  one  must  take  eare 
of  himself.  1  then  ealled  on  J'hilo  Jjarber"s  brother,  waked  him  up 
and  told  him  that  the  Indians  Avere  upon  us.  The  strong  man 
trembled  like  an  aspon,  and  faltered,  '  ^Vhat  shall  I  do?'  x\gain 
1  gave  Jemison 's  adviee :  'Take  eare  of  yourself.'  I  next  called 
on  Thomas  Tabor  and  family,  and  the  same  (question  was  asked,  '  "What 
shall  we  do?'  with  the  same  resj)onsc  given.  I  had  noAV  reached  the 
loAver  part  of  the  prairie  settlement.  1'he  Tal)or  men  concluded  that 
discretion  -was  the  better  part  of  valor,  and  asked  to  go  with  me  back 
to  the  bluffs.  There  was  a  terrible  confusion  by  this  tinie.  Wagons 
could  be  heaid  going  in  every  direction,  and  voices  everywhere  "\sere 
asking,  'AVhat  shall  we  do?'  'J'homas  Tabor  made  some  pi'ovisions  for 
his  wife  to  make  her  escape — in  some  wagon,  1  think,  to  where  they 
were  thinking  of  making  a  place  of  defense.  Then  one  of  the  Tabors 
got  on  that  wee  pony  behind  me.  ]>oth  Avould  have  done  so  had  there 
been  room  on  its  l)ack,  but  two  were  all  that  could  S(iueeze  on.  ^Vhen 
we  got  to  the  bluffs,  we  learned  that  all  the  j)eople  were  collecting  at 
Uncle  ]>ill  Johnson's  for  self-protection.  Some  came  in  wagons,  some 
on  horseback  and  others  on  loot.  They  brought  all  the  old  guns  and 
pitchforks  that  they  could  get  in  the  hurry,  and  such  treasures  as  thev 
])Ossessed.  1  believe  that  Uncle  Teal  bi'ought  his  cook-stove.  There 
were  about  one  hundred  and  iifty  persons  in  all.  It  was  ar]-anged  that 
the  women  and  children  should  go  into  the  cellar  and  the  men  stand 
battle.  While  waiting  lor  the  attack  the  "women  Avere  running  bullets, 
and  all  was  bustle  and  confusion,  some  asking  and  others  advising  what 
to  do. 

"  We  had  been  in  suspense  nearly  all  night,  and  still  no  sign  of  the 
Indians :  and  we  held  a  council  of  war,  antl  concluded  to  send  a  scout 
to  reconnoitev  the  grounds  in  the  neighborhood  of  Uncle  Clark's  house. 
But  not  a  soul  dared  to  act  as  scout  except  John  <^irey.  lie  took  a  horsc 
(a  grey  one)  and  started  alone  on  his  mission.  An  hour  and  a  half 
passecl  and  he  did  not  return,  whereupon  we  Ixcamc  more  and  more 
alarmed;  and  a  company  of  men,  headed  by  ])avid  ilaxter,  started  out 
to  find  what  had  become  of  him.  'They  went  about  a  mile  and  met 
Johnny  returnii!g.  They  heard  his  story,  and  then  put  spurs  to  their 
horses  and  rushed  back  crying  :  '  The  Lidians  are  upon  us  I  '  What  a 
consternation  and  confusion  they  created  I  Tlie  women  and  children 
lied  to  the  cellar,  and  stout  heai-ts  stood  still  in  terrible  anticipation. 
T)ut  fn.m  John  Grey  we  learned  the  true  story.  He  had  been  to  Uncle 
Clark's  hniiM'.  Ir  w;is  Jiot  burn  ■d.  a'.id  rude  <'l:irk  had  Ud  roTiicin- 
bi-ance  of  ha\ing  been  ma^saiT'  d.  in  fact,  hr  had  >rou  or  he:ir']  uo 
Indians.  Jjaraboo  sle})t  ])eacefully,  undisturbed  by  the  war-whoop  of 
the  savage.       The  people  now  concluded  to  di.^perso.  and  as  a  closing 
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scene,  word  was  given  to  '  take  aim  and  fire.'  But  to  our  amusement 
and  consternation  likewise,  only  one  gun  went  otV.  By  the  time  that 
daylight  began  to  bre;ik,  the  fort  was  vacated. 

'•It  seems  from  what  I  can  learn,  that  Mrs.  P.rcwstor  had  started 
barefoot,  over  the  blufi's  to  Sauk  Prairie  on  business,  an<l  had  met  an 
Indian  who  frightened  her.  Uncle  Clark  had  that  day  been  burning 
some  brush-heaps,  and  the  great  smoke  led  Mrs.  .lircwster  to  believe 
that  the  house  was  burning.      Jler  imagination  did  the  rest." 

The  people  here  say  that  the  scare  originated  with  Mrs.  Shew,  who 
fled  to  the  Brewsters  with  the  story,  whereupon  Mrs.  Brewster  went 
over  the  bluft"  as  described.  it  is  said  that  some  one  stopped  at  the 
house  of  a  lady  named  Harrington,  telling  her  to  lly  as  the  Indians 
were  massacring  all  of  Baraboo,  lUit  she  concluded"  that  if  such  was 
tlie  case,  they  would  have  work  enough  for  one  night;  and  she  went  to 
sleep  again  regar.Uess  of  the  warnings. 

Eben  Beck  was  instrumental  in  starling  the  first  school  at  Baraboo. 
lie  induced  a  Mr.  E.  M.  Hart  to  come  here  and  open  a  private  school. 
In  1844,  a  small  building  was  erected  on  the  south'side  of  the  river  on 
the  island,  and  in  it  Mr.  Hart  tanght  the  first  district  school.  While 
teaching  he  married  one  of  his  pupils.  Miss  Eveline  Gibson,  and  this 
was  the  first  mari-iage  in  the  valley,  with  the  exception  of  that  of  Al)e 
Wood  and  his  S(|uaw,  who  were  married  earlier  by  Eben  Peck,  then  a 
justice  of  the  peace.  Pioswell  Cleintnent  succee<led  :Mr.  JIart.  Not 
long  [after  this,  a  small  school  house  was  built  on  tlie  north  side  of  the 
river,  and  Buby  C.wles  kejjt  the  first  school  in  it. 

Great  excitement  existed  at  the  time  of  the  hind-sale  and  afterwards, 
regarding  the  claims.  The  people,  unable  to  hold  their  lands  by  law,' 
banded  together  f  .r  mutual  support,  until  such  a  time  as  they  could 
get  the  money  to  make  their  payments.  The  Baraboo  Claimants' 
Association  was  organized  September  7th,  1840,  Alexaiider  Crawford 
being  apipointed  chaii-man  of  the  meeting  held  at  that  time.  An  extract 
from  the  constitution  will  show  its  purpose : 

'•^^hereas,  Congress  has  from  time  to  time  passe«l  pre-emption  laws 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  settlement  of  the  public  domains 
andsecurmg  to  settlers  the  benefit  of  their  improvements,  and,  whereas, 
under  a  full  belief  in  the  protection  aflbrded  bv  these  laws,  many  entei-- 
pnsin;^',  industrious  and  worthy  citizens  have  "embarked  their  all,  and 
been  induced  to  settle  on  government  land  in  this  section  of  the 
country,  thereby  spending  hibor  :,nd  means  and  under-niurr  nl)  the 
privations  inridmt  t..  the  .-^ettlenirnt  '^f  a  new  o.imtrv  ;  and  whereas 
government  ha.,  reeently  j. reclaimed  tlieso  lau.Is  fur  .^;de  on  the  ifUth  nf 
Auvember  next.  wiiliMut  givin-  \U-  n^ieil  notice  <.f  six  months  ;i^  ha^ 
always    b-en   ,lo,u'.  tliuvby  depriving  tin-  <rtth-rs  nf  linirlv  i.ut'icr    ;,.,.! 
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placing  it  out  of  their  power  t.0  procure  niean.s  to  purcliaso  their  huuls 
at  thc'jnililic  sale ;— therefore  for  the  purpose  of  .^ccurin^  to  ourselves 
our  just  ri^'hts,  an<l  to  i)r<.tect  our  improvements,  it  is  unanimously  re- 
solved that\e  will  he  in  rca.linoss  to  ])roteet  eacli  other  in  our  re?i)ective 
claims  to  tlie  utmost  of  our  ])ower;  and  that  a  claim  sliall  consist  of  not 
more  than  tlnee  hundred  a)ul  twenty  acres,  in  two  legal  suljdivisions  lor 
the  purpose  of  farms  or  settlement  only,  and  not  for  speculation." 

Tiio  ollicers  of  the  association  were:  Jlarvcy  Canfield,  president; 
A^  Wood,  vice  president,  and  John  15.  Crawford,  secretary.  The 
resolutions  were  signed  hy  fifty-six  persons,  residents  of  the  precinct  of 
Barahoo.  The  following  were  within  the  limits  of  wluit  is  now  the 
town  of  Baraboo,  and  will  show  who  some  of  the  early  settlers  were: 
Harvey  Canfield,  Ralph  Cowles,  Andrew  Garrison,  Andrew  Washlnirn, 
Job  Barstow,  Jr.,  ^'athan  Dcnnison,  Hiram  Webster,  J.  T.  Clemments. 
G.  Willard,  Andrew  Taulson,  Chester  Matson,  Iv  G.  Williams,  Jnmes 
Christie,  Alex.  Crawibrd,  John  B.  Crawford,  Dr.  C.  Cowles,  Luther 
I'eck,  A.F.Washburn,  Marvin  Blake,  J.  11.  Jackson,  Job  Barstow. 
Chauncey  Brown,  J.  Lamar,  W.  B.  Clement.  Edwar.l  Johnson,  W.  IL 
Canfield,  Lrastus  Gilson,  James  Wad<lle,  Levi  Moore,  Abe  Wood  and 
H.  r.  YanYalkenburgh. 

Notwithstanding  the  organization  of  this  society,  the  lands  were   in 
some  cases  entered  from    under  the  settlers.        From   the    "  Ma<lison 
Express,"    bearing   the  date  of    August  2-ttli,    1S47,    we  learn  more 
wspecting  the  society  and  its  work,     j'reviously,  El)en  Peck  had  started 
for  California,  and  had    ])robably   been  massacred  by  the   Lidians,   as 
nothing  was  ever  heard  of  hiin  aftei^ward,  and  nearly  all  of  his  i)arty 
are  known  so  have  sufl'ered  such  a  fate.       This  left  3Irs.   I'eck  to  tight 
her  battles  alone,   and  to   support  herself  and  her  two  little  children. 
A  meeting  of  the  Claimant  Society  was  held  August  10th,  1847,  with 
James  Waddle  in  the  chair.      Count  Haraszthy,  a  Hungarian,  addressed 
the  meeting,  ami  pictured  out  their  wrongs  in  glowing  terms.       A  com- 
mittee of  \\\(-^  was  tlieu  appointed  to  drail  new  resolutions,  the  substance 
of  whieh  was  as    follows  :   '•  Wliereas,   certain  jiersons  m)t  residing  in 
the  county,  uiijustly  and  in   defiance  of  tlie  riglns  of  early  settlers  of 
tbe  county,   have  entered  the  claims  of    those  who  from  unseen  and 
unfortunate  circumstances  have  been  unable  to  protect  themselves,   and 
as  Chauncey  Brown  has  chosen  to  seize  upon  and  enter  larids  end)racing 
all  tlie  improvements  of  Widow  Beck,  it  is  reswlved  that  we  will  defend 
and  pioteei  each  other  :   that  we  will  ].rcveut  i.ny  and  all  ])ersons   from 
taking  ju.ssessiou  of  the  lamU  thus  entert'd  by  Cliauncey    Hrowu,    Jr.. 
un(>  Ksterbrook  aud    Sinu-Mii   Craudall,   and  u-e  our   be-t  endeavors   to 
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punish  any  poison  or  agent  of  sucli  poison  ulio  slmll  nttompt  to  take 
poa^iossion  of  ov  improve  such  claims." 

The  fourtli  of  July  liad  boon  cekiirattMl  [\)y  the  first  time  that  yo;ir. 
iinil  the  tahU'  was  still  stau'liiiu;  in  llio  grovo.  After  tlio  resolutions  lnul 
!»oen  drafted,  a  inoeting  ^vas  held  ai:  that  jilaee,  and  it  \va^  resolveil  that 
Simeon  Crandall  should  listen  to  the  reading  thereof.  lie  refusing  to 
come  poacahly,  they  carried  liiui  to  the  spot  and  laid  him  out  oii  tli(> 
table.  Hut  as  soon  as  an  opportunity  occnrred,  he  made  an  attemjit  to 
esea]»e,  and  would  have  done  so  liad  not  an  enthusiastic  dog,  that  had 
tlic  rights  of  old  settlers  at  heart,  seized  and  detained  him  until  his 
captors  could  again  got  possession  of  him.  Jle  'was  therefore  obliged 
to  listen  to  the  reading  of  the  resolutions  ;  ami  he  afterward  made  a 
satisfactory  settlement  with  the  claimants  of  the  land.  .Ihit  Chaunoey 
]^>rown,  Jr.  hehl  on  to  his  newly  ac([uired  pro})erty,  refusing  oven  to  sell 
it.  The  enraged  settlers  followed  Iiim,  finally  to  Sauk,  Avhere  he  had 
taken  refuge,  taking  him  from  his  bed  one  stormy  night,  and  forcing  him 
to  begin  with  them,  on  foot,  a  return  journey  to  Baraboo.  On  the  way, 
after  repeated  threats  of  hanging,  they  rolled  liim  in  a  mud-puddle, 
and  that  brought  him  to  terms.  He  agreed  for  a  certain  amount  of 
money  to  deed  the  land  to  ^frs.  Peek.  To  consummate  this,  all  parties 
went  back  to  Sauk,  where  a  d(^ed  was  made  out  and  the  money  paid 
into  his  hands.  The  money  ho  gave  for  safe-keeping  to  the  olHcial  by 
whom  the  business  was  transacted.  But  the  nuittor  did  not  end  lioro. 
Tlio  deed  having  liocn  obtained  by  force  would  not  stand  in  la\\,  and  by 
taking  the  matter  into  the  courts  Bro-\vn  won  the  case.  Nor  "was  tin's 
all.-  The  money  which  was  paid  for  the  land  was  never  returned.  It 
is  said  tliat  the  ofiicial  kept  it.  The  land  suit  -\vas  in  law  five  years,  and 
cost  Mrs.  Bock  several  hundreds  of  dollars.  This  was  another  blow. 
Besides  all  tliis,  not  being  able  to  prove  her  husband"s  death,  she  diil 
not  liavo  the  saino  advantages  in  entering  lands  as  the  others  had.  In 
order  to  secure  hci>olf  a  home,  she  borrowed  money  at  fifty  ]ior  cent 
interest  and  ]turchasoil  an  eighty  acre  piece,  upon  a  ])art  of  whioli.  slie 
now  resides. 

Xot  long  afterward,  some  parties  attempted  to  erect  a  building  on  tlio 
claim  of  V\ .  ]l.  Canfield  :  but  it  was  speedily  torn  down  and  burned  by 
tlio  society.  In  fact,  v.ith  the  exceptions  mentioned,  the  old  settlors 
always  eamo  f>ut  vieloi'ious.  though  the  hnv  wsh  not  on  their  side.  it 
N\a>  too  iiiucli  like  .--tiiTitig  i;i)  a  lie.-t  ot  Iiornels  to  L'et  ]ios>e.--ion  of  liie 
lands,  and  few  jiOople  had  tlie  0(niraLi'0  long  to  oontinuo  sueh  an  uiKiiUal 
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To  show  the  state  of  thiii;;:7.in  18-AV  and  sul)scqueiitlv,  Ave  licre  insert 
some  notes  kindly  runiislu'd  lor  the  occasion  l)y  ^Ir.  Cliai'les  Arnistron;:, 
now  in  ihe  ])ost  oflicc  at  Chicai^o,  ^\\\^)  univcd  at  tliis  jilacc  that  year. 
1'Iiese  notes  he  has  headed 

F(eminlsences  of  the   Early  Settlement  of  Baraboo. 

In  the  sprinii;  oi"  tJie  year  1847,  1  arrived  with  my  wile  and  family  at 
tlie  viliaf;;e  of  >^t.  Cliarfes,  in  tlic  state  of  Illinois,  where  my  wife's  sister 
with  her  liushand  John  Loeke  and  their  family  had  taken  np  their  resi- 
dence. The  fever  and  ague  iirevailed  everywhere  in  the  west  that 
season.  'J'o  a  new  comer  it  Avas  very  discouraging.  Mr.  l^ocke  had 
gone  t(»  ]]araboo  with  his  son  Lafayette :  and  his  wile,  now  Widow 
Nelsnn,  who  with  her  daughter  still  reside  in  Earahoo,  was  awaiting  tlie 
result  of  liis  exjiloi'ation.  I  was  introduced  to  Mr.  Eber  Crandall,  who 
had  been  to  Earaboo,   and  had  entered  lands   upon  which  he  intendi-d 
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to  locate  as  soon  as  jiossible.  llis  three  brothers,  (Davi«k 
and  Simeon)  and  two  sifters  with  tlieir  husbands  and  families,  had 
already  taken  up  their  aljode  at  Baralioo.  Seeing  that  the  ague  pre- 
vailc<l  in  St.  Charles,  and,  as  far  as  I  could  learn,  everywhere  througli- 
out  Illinois,  I  concluded  to  start  lor  lUiraboo,  where,  Eber  Crandall 
assui-ed  me,  tliat  disease  did  tiot  prevail.  I  accompanied  a  man  from 
Canada,  whose  name  J  cannot  recall,  he  having  a  team  of  horses  and  a 
covered  wagoii.  At  that  time,  corn  was  one  shilling  and  oats  ten  cents 
])er  bushel,  hence  our  supplies  did  not  cost  much.  W^e  went  by  the  way 
of  Sun  I'rairie,  my  fellow  traveler  having  a  desire  lo  visit  an  acquaint- 
ance, who  had  the  ])revii;)iis  year  taken  u]>  his  residence  on  that  praii'ic. 
We  sto])ped  at  Waterloo  over  night,  and  in  the  morning  struck  Sun 
Prairie.  Avhich  at  that  time  included  all  the  ])rairie  between  Waterloo  and 
Mineral  Point.  We  drove  all  day  and  r.an  only  one  person,  from  whom 
we  cotdd  get  no  information.  Fearful  of  getting  lost,  and  night  coming 
on,  we  struck  for  the  timber,  and,  fortunately,  right  to  the  shanty  of  my 
comrade's  friends,  where  we  stayed  all  night.  We  started  cai-ly  in  the 
morning  for  Decorah.  on  the  Wisconsin  river,  at  which  jilace  Ave  fouml 
a  (h'serted  blacksmitli  shoj),  and  otlier  marks  of  an  abandoned  settle- 
ment. We  perceived  a  ferry  boat  ou  the  other  side  of  tlie  river,  and  by 
Avaving  our  handkerehieis  at  h^igtli  ])urs!uuled  the  boat  to  come  over, 
and  it  lamled  u<  safe  on  the  west  side  of  the  Wiseonsin  IJiver.  We 
then  drove  o\er  the  bhitls,  on  the  summit  of  Avhieh  there  was  here  and 
there  a  settler.  I  rememl>er  one  named  Lewis,  an  Irishman,  who 
had  served  in  the  L'liiteil  States'  service,  and  received^  his  discharge  at 
Fort  Winnebago.  l)eeeu<ling  thcbbiiVs  to  the  liaraltuo  River.  Ave  found 
no  habitatio?!  in  siixlit,  l.'Ut  discovered  a  i"ope  fast  to  a  tree  and  extended 
aeross  the  river,  and  on  the  oppo.-ite  bank  Avas  a  ferry  boat.  We 
yellrd  and  b.tlb'.icd.  and  at  ]en--!li  di-''o\ere'l  a  tin  horn  su^jiended  on  a 
small  iiuiT  oak  \Vi:<.\  b'inally  after  r.-p.Mted  blow  !i;;j-  by  first  one  :i!;d 
tlicn  tlie  othei',  u,-  pereeivT'l  a  \\otiian  runniuLr.  \''!i"  lumped  into  the 
boat.  tu,,k  hold  Mf  il,,-  ,-M).r.  and  pnlb'd  ihr    b..at '  aern.-s '  to    its.        Tln're

was  ([uitc  a  rapid  cunriit  in  the  vivcr.  ;ni(l  in  licr  iflnns  to  ^'ct  the  ljn;ii 
across,  tlic  woman  h.nl  Idi-tci-ci]  her  liunus.  l!u;i.:i;K'  our  siir|.rise  on 
fuiding  lier  a  ino^^t  intclliL'eiit.  lady,  ^hr  inli.i-iiioil  us  tliat  liei-  liusliand 
^Andrew  (!arri>on.  liail  Lr^ncover  lo  tlirir  Icinii-r  lionie  on  Sauk  iVairie, 
and  tliat  tlir  liircil  lidp  wa<  wiili  William  Kiky  at  the  lime  kiln.  Mrs. 
Garrison,  m.w  Mrs.  J)o(toi-  Taylor,  directed  lis  wlicrc  to  tind  feed  for 
the  liorses,  and  prepared  for  n^  an  exei^llent  dinner;  and  after  partaking 
heartily,  we  started  for  tlie  eounty  seat.  As  we  j  as^ed  up  the  Inirahou 
prairie,  we  saw  here  anri  there  a  breakinL'  team  turnin.Li:  over  the  vi)';:in 
soil.  AVe  jiassed  .Mrs.  J'eek's  place — she  was  at  that  time  engaged  in 
having  a  Iioul^c  built,  while  she  and  her  family  neeupie<l  a  shanty  ni  the 
rear  of  lier  present  reside.iee.  Ojjposite  here  Frederiek  Stanley  had 
erected  a  slianty  which  he  and  his  fimily  oeeu]iieil.  1  expected  to  see 
something  of  a  town.  ])ut  on  we  drove,  and  just  as  th.csun  was  fretting 
we  came  up  to  a  log  hou>e.  o\cy  the  door  of  which  was  a  buck's  lion/. 
I  jumped  out  of  the  wagon,  and  the  door  lieing  open,  cntere<l.  The 
house  consiste<l  of  one  lai-ge  rooiu.  in  th.e  middle  of  Avhicli,  seated  around 
ii  table,  were  S'»iue  half  dozen  men  in  red  sjiirts,  ]daying  cards.  Find- 
ing I  was  not  ob-erved  1  staneil  l>aek  to  the  wagon,"^  feeling  alarmed  f)r  ! 
our  ladies.  •'  At  a  shoi-r  distance  L  perceived  a  tall,  stout  built  man,  and  j 
stepping  n;)  to  him,  I  said:  "Sir,  is  theie  no  otlier  place  that  a  stranger  j 
could  get  areonnnodations  ov(>r  night,  ovdy  iliere  ?"  -pointing  to  the 
buck's  horn.  I  ih-covered  in  his  features  an  (»pen.  numly  expression,  I 
and  intuitively  felt  tliat  we  were  safe.  lie  opened  1 1 is  broad,  fraidv 
mouth,  and  said:  •'  Ve^.  if  you  ^\]\\  take  up  with  >uch  accommodations  . ! 
as  I  have  in  my  little  hou-e,  you  arc  welcome,"  at  the  same  time  start-  j 
ing  Avith  me  towards  the  house.  On  entering  I  f  >und  a  hou.sc  unsur- 
passed for  cleanliness — in  fact,  one  of  the  cleanest  I  ever  had  my  foot 
in.  Tliis  was  the  home  of  Alexander  Crawf  nh  Here  he  lived  with 
his  wife  and  his  son,  John.  Although  the  couple  were  somewluit 
advanccil  in  years,  they  seemed  to  be  perfectly  liappy.  Here  I  met  my 
brother-in-law,  John  .Lock"',  who  Avas  boarding  with  them.  ]Ie  had 
located  a  claim  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acre.- /and  sent  his  son  back 
to  St.  Charles  after  cattle,  intending  to  break  up  and  impa-ove  the  land, 
and  move  up  Ids  family  a-  soon  as  possil)le.  Jhit  when  his  son  ].af  lyette 
arrived  at  St.  Charles,  he  found  a  recruiting  rendesvous  bidding  up  for

and  -'JijiiTS  Adam-,"  (that  ticiir^-  the  name  bv  which  lie  was  dt-^iu^nated)  made  a 
very  iJ Odd  s|„-..-it.  Aiicr  Hie  (■!<«..■  ct'  ihc  m-'-'tim:  I  ol-.-ivcd  loulri.iid  that  it 
was  a  .:.'rca'.  pity  lli-at  \\  cl)-i.  r  n;i.>  dvpiiv.d  of  hiaiiii-.  lie  ^tood  opp«>.-ile  inc. 
and  iunncdiafciv  cxdaimtd  :  '-Nciuld'or  .Vrm-trono-,  vou  --av  it  i.>  ailcprivalion  n<>t 
to  hoar.  Whv.  one  bait  that  is  told  in  the  v.-u!ldi.s"lie-.  a'lid  the  other  half  had 
juct  as  Well  not  b.-  hv,avd." 
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volinitcrrs  for  tlie  Mexican  war,  ami  ho  enlisted,  llisluve  of  army  life 
never  ibrsnok  liini.  lie  Avas  among  tlie  first  to  oilist  in  the  three 
niontlis'  service  of  tlie  Lite  -war,  and  soon  after  being  disehargcd,  on 
exjiiratio]!  of  time  of  eiill.Ninuut,  he  re-enlisted,  and  Avas  orderly  ser- 
geant of  Company  F,  Eknenih  ^Viseonsin  inlantry.  So  that  he  Ava.s 
in  the  lh"st  and  in  tl)C  hist  battle  of  tlie  rebellion.  Mr.  Eemingtoii. 
then  a  yonng  attorney,  -was  boarding  at  Crawford's,  and  aeting  agent  lor 
tlie  county  commissioners  in  dis})Osing  of  lots  on  the  county  seat,  then 
calleil  the  village  of  Adams.  1  bought  some  three  or  four,  not  intend- 
ing that  I  Avould  ever  settle  oii  them.  I  looked  around  for  n  day  or  two 
but  it  was  such  a  wilderness  of  a  country  that  I  could  sec  no  prospect 
of  making  my  business  at  all  profitable.  1  could  not  see  where  custom- 
ers were  to  be  found  that  would  sustain  a  tailoring  establishment.  I 
started  back  for  St.  Charles,  stopping  on  the  way  at  ^ladison,  Janes- 
ville,  IJeloit,  and  other  villages,  in  all  of  which  business  was  dull,  and 
ague  prevailing. 

'*  I  returned  to  St.  Charh's,  not  knowing  or  having  determined  where 
I  would  locate.  Eber  Crandall  assured  me  that  in  a  \Qxy  short  tim<' 
]jaraboo  would  be  a  large  town.  1  finally  hired  teams,  ami  with  my  wife 
and  two  children  started  thitherward.  The  last  day  of  our  journey  we 
reached  the  foot  of  the  bluifs  about  sunset,  and  put  up  at  Hoover  tavern. 
It  was  kept  by  Mr.  Hoover's  son-in-law,  Job  Barstow.  Mr,  J3arstow 
piloted  us,  in  tlic- morning,  over  the  bluffs.  On  the  way,  we  met  people 
who  were  returning  from  the  Iburth  of  July  celeliration,  which  1  learned 
had  been  held  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Peck  at  Baraboo.  We  passed  over 
what  was  called  the  west  road,  and  crossed  the  river  neir  Wood  iV' 
Moore's  mill.  ^Ve  passed  near  the  house  occupied  by  Abraham  Wood. 
and  the  saw-mill  known  as  Moore  (!c  Wood's  mill.  'l"he  village  of  l^yons 
had  the  same  year,  or  previously,  been  laid  out.  But  owing  to 
the  enterprise  of  George  and  William  JJrown,  who  had  that  season 
platted  the  village  of  Baraboo,  and  the  county  commissioners  having 
selected  the  quarter  section  of  land  adjoining  lor  a  county  scat,  the  few 
settlers  at  Lyons  felt  somowh;it  jealous  at  tlie  superior  prospects  and 
advancement  of  Jxiraboo.  We  drove  on  down  to  Brown's  mill,  and 
crossed  a  rude  bridge  which  spanned  the  river  near  where  the  present 
bridge  stands,  l-^rastus  Langdon  had  built  a  hou^e  (i.  e.  had  an  inclosed 
frame),  lie  kindly  profl'creif  ns  shelter,  and  his  kind  lady  prepared  f^r 
ns  a  good  dinner.  L)r.  S.  1*.  Angle  at  that  time  ocinipied  a  shanty  near 
where  John  ]-.oy's  shop  now  stands.  He  introduced  me  to  Colonel 
Maxwell,  who  was  then  engaged  in  the  framing  of  a  building,  winch 
was  afterwards  known  as  Maxwell's  store,  and  st<«od  .»ii  the  corner  where 
the  Burrington  Brothers  afterward  built  a  better  one.  1  was  greatly 
discouraged,  but  the  old  colonel,  who  most  of  his  life  bad  ]iinncered  it. 
gaveme  every  i>nfMuraL:-ement  pi--ibl(\  He  told  me  tl);!i  Col.  Sunuier 
had  gone  east  to  Ohio,  after  his  family,  and  would  I'uild  a  good  hr.tel. 
He  introduced  me  to  old  Mr.  Canficld,  who  was  a  generous,  good,  kind 
lieLirted  laau,  who  prutTeveJ  mc  house  room  free  of  expense,  till  such 
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times  lis  1  cuulu  iMiiM.  -M  v  laiuilv,  in  liic  lucautiuu'.  v;i>  al  llic  liuii.-c 
(if  Kra>tiis  Laii-'lnii.  nvIm.  k'iiully  i.V..lVciv.I  to  slu'ltor  u,-  iinill  avc  .<lioiiM 
c.ndudo  uliatMC"  -would  do.  'ihiiiii'l  Kcl.^cy,  tlieii  u  youii,^  niau.  ua- 
hoardii)'-  Avitli  tlicm.  1  tinully  puivluusfd  Mr.  J.an-doi.'s  hou^^c  and 
he  moveil  cut  and'iiito  a  shcl.  Marvin  J'.lako,  a  brotlior-iudaw  ol 
xMr.  Lan'nlnn"s,  lived  in  a  shanty  near  Avhcro  hi*  jiresent  residence 
stands.  "^The  house  Avhicli  i  bou]i;hl  Iroui  Mr.  Langdon  uas  neither 
lathe»l  nor  jdastered.  and  it  had  a  shake  roof.  Jeptha  Jaekson  ocenpied 
a  small  house  which  stood  in  ilie  street  near  where  the  American  House 
now  stan.ls,  owned  at  present  hy  Mr.  iVek.  (ieor-v  and  William 
Jirown  liad  some  two  vears  ju'evious  made  clauu  ol'  the  land  emhiarinu' 
the  water  power,  and  which  at  that  time  constituted  the  village  of  l'>ar- 
aboo  proper.  AVilliam  had  sohl  his  interest  to  <  leorge,  and  George  soon 
after  sold  a  portion  of  the  water  power  to  riiilannon  Pratt,  with  the 
saw  mill.  <ieor^e  hitemled' fully  to  improve  the  north  siile  grist  mdl. 
In  raising  an  addition  to  it.  a  timber  fell  uii  liis  head,  and  killed  him. 
Delando  I'ratt  had  some  two  years  previous  purchased  from  the  Browns  j 

a  portion  of  the  water  power,"and  commenced  the   manufacture  of  lath  j 

and  ])edsle;Mls.      Owing  to  the  sud.len  dealli  of  Ueorge  VV.  Brown,  busi-  , 

ness  Itccame  somewhat" .-u>i)ended.  His  father.  Ohauncey  J'.rown,  was 
his  k'f^al  heii-,  and  he  with  his  son  William,  adndnistcred  on  the  estate. 
Thev"pvoceeded  to  complete  the  mill,  riularmon  Pratt  and  the  Browns 
beeanie  inv.)lved  in  hiw,  and  for  years  they  kept  up  the  light,  so  that 
cverv  term  of  the  court  ]'ratt  vs.  Brown  and  Brown  vs.  I'rutt  fdled  the 
calendar.  Belaiulo  Pratt  sold  the  portion  of  the  water  power ^^vhich 
he  owned  to  John  Seaburn,  and  joined  his  iather-indaw,  Mr.  Sehiinmer- 
horn,  in  the  tanning  business.  'Both  of  those  e.-,tablishments  in  a  short 
time 'were  destrovecf  bv  lire.  'I'he  Browns  had  completed  the  mill,  and 
afterwards  that  was  burned.  Such  was  .the  circumstatices  that  myself 
and  a  few  others  were  fully  satisfied  in  our  own  minds  that  it  was  the 
work  of  an  incendiarv,  and  who  he  was.  The  dam  went  out,  and  for  a 
loner  time  Baraboo  proper  was  at  a  standstill,  no  business  being  done. 
Fiindly  Jose].!!  F.  Saidbrd  and  Patrick  A.  P>assett  bought  it  and  built 
the  present  mill,  now  owned  by  Mr.  B.  11.  ^Strong. 

Byman  Clark  came  to  Baraboo  in  the  spring  of  1847,  and  pre-empted 
forty  acres,  now  being  sold  ofV  in  lots,  directly  southeast  of  the  original 
village  of  JIaraboo.  ''P.ut  anxious  to  build  a^hotel,  he  disposed  of  it  to 
JudJe  Camp  for  a  mere  tiille.  JAiuan  built  the  Baraboo  i  louse.  He 
never  turned  anv  away,  money  "or  no  money,  and  frc<[uently  would 
apply  to  me  to  "lodge 'somi-  of' Ins  guests  ;  and  he  would  often  consult 
^viih"  me  a<  t<.  the  be>t  means  to  hel[t  some  new  arrival.  1  remember 
one  morning  he  came  to  my  house  and  said  tliai  there  was  a  family 
consistinu'  of  a  man  and  wife  \vitii  two  children,  that  had  been  stopping 
:it  hi-  ho'ii-r  for  .m.iho  .lays.  ;;nd  were  out  of  money:  that  the  man  wa< 
sick,  and  the  woman  wu-  a  lailorc-.-.  aiel  willnig  to  \.ork  :  tliat  h<'  had 
a  si)aii  of  voiui'i  horses  and  a  wag..n.  The  A,i<  j»r.'viou>  Clark  said  he 
had  killed'hi-  uulv  C'.-w  for  me.it.  and  had  nut  feed  for  this  man's huise=. 
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i  \\v\\\  nverntid  Inuiul  llic  fjiiuily  irrcatly  ili.H'ouniL'cd.  I  laviicd  a  ^<ll:lllt  v 
anil  Ii't  !i(.;:r  ^\lKM■l■Ml•.  Patrick  JJoii-IhtIv  now  icsiil.s.  Oii  consnli- 
iiii;  ^vitll  him.  tlicy  cdik-IuiIcmI  to  move  into  ii.  ^^odii  ilic  man  rccovci-od 
Ills  licallli.  ami  in  a  s^hort  time  he  purchased  hmd  north  vX  Jiaraboo  and 
the  "Wisconsin  Uiver.  uhere.  J  believe  lie  still  resides.  His  faniilv  arc 
grown  \\\\  and,  I  understand,  all  are  in  comibrtablc  circumstances*  His 
name  is  (>ardiner  Myers.  After  he  iiad  become  prosjierons,  1  joked 
li'm  relative  to  his  feeling  so  discouraged  on  his  hrst  arrival.  He  stut- 
ters slightly.  .Said  ho  :  '"  Wh--\vh--\vho  in  h-h-hell  Avould  not  have  been 
d-d-discouragod.  'IT.i-y  liad  k-k-killed  the  old  cow  for  )ueat,  and  J  ma- 
m.-ulc  out  to  crawl  i!..w!i  to  tlie  stable  to  see  what  c-c-condition  the  colts 
were  in:  exju'cted  they  w-w-ould  have  to  go  n-n-ne.\t  ior  meat."' 

Co!.  i>.  1\.  >,'oycs,  then  a  young  man,  came  the  same  yeaj-,  and  1 
think,  taiiglit  scho'.I  one  ouarior.  lie  then  engaged  in  land  agency, 
)ii-e-tnijiting  and  entering  lor  setth'rs.  As  there  was  lu)  room  in  the 
tavern  in  which  to  traiisa'-t  business,  lie  would  run  over  to  my  house, 
wliieh  consisted  of  one  rooui.  with  a  shed  in  the  rear.  Jn  that  room,  I 
eari-iedi  on  tailoring:  had  my  work-bench,  the  eooking  stove,  table,  etc. 
Sonieti)nes  a  half  <lo/cn  of  neighbors,  beside  him,  wouhl  couie  over  with 
two  or  tlii-ec  ne\\  arri\al>.  and  make  (uit  their  pre-cmpti(jn  ]iapers  or 
contract,  to  enter  lands  for  tiiem.  It  was  I'uu  for  us  men.  but  prettv 
trying  for  the  women,  wlio,  at  times,  ^\ere  greatly  bothered  to  get  along 
with  ihe  house  work.  Jl  soon  becanie  evident  that  David's  niind  was 
m>t  settled..  He  hurrieil  up,  the  next  season,  a  little  house  near  Avhere 
Haniel  KeNey  lives,  and  then  started  for  Vermont.  Jn  a  few  weeks,  he 
returiicd  with  his  better-half,  and  went  to  housekeeping. 

'1  he  lirst  political  meeting  1  attended  in  the  west  was  held  at  "Widow 
Peck's  house,  l^he  had  built  her  house  that  year.  The  uj»per  jiart 
was  a  h;dl.  where  Harris  Searl,  who  was  justice  of  the  ])eace,  and  rc- 
siiied  Avlth  ^Slrs.^  Peck,  held  his  court.  ]jeing  the  only  largo  room  in 
the  vicinity,  it  was  used  for  public  meetings,  balls,  etc.  In  the  fall  of 
I^'-IT,  Colonel  ])atkin,  then  a  lawyer,  Avho,  bv  the  wav,  was  a  areat 
practical  joker,  res'ding  at  Madison,  was  a  candidate  i'or  mendjer  of  the 
territorial  c<.uiicil.  The  district  endjraced  J  )ane,  Coluuiliia,  >^auk  and 
Martpietie  counties.  The  Colonel  was  a  "whig,  and  his  c(!iupetitor, 
whose  name  J  ha\i'  ioigotten,  leslded  in  Mar([Uette  couidv.  It  was 
agreed  that  they  v.culd  jointly  canvas  the  district :  hence,  they  were  to 
hold  a  joint  di.-eussidn  at  Jxu-ai)oo.  J'ublie  notice  ha\ing  I'een  given. 
neaily  all  the  inliabiumts  turned  out.  so  that  Mrs.  Peek's  hall  was  well 
lilicd.  ]'y  agreement,  it  was  Colonel  Jkiikin's  ]ii-ivilege  to  ojicn  tlie 
di-eii.-siun.  He  Commenced  by  complimenting  the  intelligence  of  hi.- 
auditor-;.  Avhoiii  he  liattered  uj)  to  the  highest  notch,  and  in  elofjUent  and 
J'.v.iiig  terms,  eulogized  the  beautiful  valley  of  tlie  Ihiraboo,  d\\ellingf)n

Of  course  the  cheei's  rolled  uj) 
for  Colonel  Earkin.  J  lis  competitor  hennned  and  hawed,  and  assured 
them  if  they  voted  f  tr  hi)n  he  would  do  all  for  ihem  that  Colonel  Baikin 
could  ilo  or  ha  1  promised  to  do.  'J'he  meeting  closed  with  a  speech  from 
lion.  William  Welsh,  of  Madison.  Then  Juu  Jkdger  struck  up  the. 
violin,  many  joined  in  the  dance,  and  did  not  go  Jiome  till  morning. 
The  next  diseussion  between  these  two  gentlemen  was  at  Prairie  du  Sae. 
The  Colonel's  contpetitor  led  ofl";  so  he  thought  he  would  take  all  the 
wind  out  of  the  Colonel's  sails,  lie  started  in,  depreciating  their  coti- 
dition,  being  shut  out  from  communication  with  the  beautiful  valley  o\' 
the  J'laralioo,  and  having  to  pass  over  such  a  miserable,  dangerous  road. 
If  he  should  be  elected,  he  Avould  put  a  bill  through  the  legislature  ap- 
propriating a  sum  to^vards  Macadamizing  the  bluOs.  At  that  time, 
i'rairio  du  Sao  was  smarting  under  the  removal  of  the  county  seat,  and 
liojied  10  get  it  baek  again  ;  hence,  anything  that  v.oidd  contribute  to 
the  advancement  of  liaraboo,  I'rairie  du  Sac  was  decidedly  ojjposed  to. 
The  Coloiiel  rejoined:  "'Fellow  citizens:  I  am  astoiushed  at  the  dia- 
bolical i)roposilion  made  1)y  the  gentleman,  AVhat  is  that  he  proposes "r 
Why,  that  you  shall  be  taxen  to  buihl  up  a  town  in  a  barren,  worthless, 
rocky,  stone  bound  region,  where  there  is  no  town,  nor  never  ought  to 
1)6  one  I  Wlien  I  looked  upon  your  beautiful  rich  prairie,  your  "mag- 
nificent river,  the  trade  and  business,  which  must  necessarily  center 
here,  1  think  with  indignation  of  the  proposition  made  by  my  opponent, 
that  you  shall  be  taxed  to  help  buihl  up  a  competing  town,  where 
neither  Cod  nor  a  Sensible  man  ever  intended  there  should  be  one." 
The  Coh.-nel  was  overwhelmiuLdy  eleete>l.  lie  carried  both  sides  of  the 
bluQs. 

The  f)ilowingyear.  (.i.'orge  lliles  liuiltarough  buiMing.  directly  we~t 
of  the  liaraboo  jiouse,  f.r  a  >tore.  He  i)i-ocured  somi^  whisky  and  a 
few  groceries.  Soon  aftei-,  William  llnxie  came  from  .Meilenry  Coiuiiy. 
111.  lie  brought  with  him  a  remnant  of  an  old  stock  of  goods,  and 
went  into  j)artnership  with  lliles.  In  a  >hort  time  Samuel  lldes  came. 
Mr.  Iloxio  was  elected  justice  of  the  peace.  W.  J  I.  Clai-ke,  known  as 
"  Mnjor  Clarke,"'  als(j  as  the  ••  Lion  of  Sauk,"  at  that  tin)e  resided  at 
Sauk  City,  bat  soon  after  removed  to  Karabo,),  JK-  wa^  ennsidere  I  the 
best  counselor  at  law  that  thec'.unrv  alf-rdcd.

Ill  Isl'.i,  Hev.  AVnneu  Cochraa  eanic.  Jle^vas  a  man  of  a  very  de- 
cided ]Ki^itive  cii.ii'aetrr.  ile  (hought  his  missii)u  demanded  that  every 
tliing  should  move  under  his  dictation,  and  yet,  I  presume  he  Avas  sin- 
cere, lie  Avas  opposed  to  every  kind  of  amusement.  lie  had  gieal 
powers  of  invective.  1  remember  once  hearing  him  preach,  in  -which  he 
denounced  and  ridiculed  dancing.  '*  Some,"  said  he,  '"  hold  that  it 
teaches  them  to  be  graceful  in  their  movements,  and  really  teaches  them 
gentilily.  Well,'  saiil  lie.  "in  this  locality,  they  luive  a  (juadruped  to 
te.ich  theni  m.inners.''  Ja:nes  Badger  was  the  tiddler.  On  the  day  fol- 
lowing this  sermon, William  Dunlap,  who  was  then  sherifT  of  the  county, 
met  Badger  and  tohl  hiiu  that  Cochran  had  outrageously  abused  him, 
'•  Why,  he  called  you  the  worst  name  that  could  jiossildy  be  applied  to 
any  one,  a  (piadruped  !"'  "What  is  that?"  says  Bailger.  "Why,  it  is 
the  Avorst  name  that  could  be  given  to  any  person.  1  Avould  prosecute 
him !  Ixight  out  before  the  whole  congregation  he  called  you  a  (puidru- 
ped."  Neither  Dunlap  nor  Badger  knew  what  the  term  meant,  and 
Badger  was  for  <(n\\c  days  in  dead  earnest  to  prosecute  Cochran  foi* 
slander. 

Judge  Camp  eame.  I  think,  in  184S — it  may  have  been  ]."^40.  There 
were  several  from  Jjitchtield  county,  Connecticut,  wliD  came  about  the 
same  time:  among  whom  were  Mr.  Tuttle,  now  in  the  nursery  business, 
and  who  was  for  a  time  a  partner  with  JJaviil  Munson  in  the  raerchan- 
tile  business;  Deacon  Clark  and  family  and  others.  Lodge  Brier  came 
from  Indiana,  but  was  a  I;rother-in-law  of  Judge  Clark  and  also  of 
•lames  Ma\\\ell.  Brier  was  a  millwright  and  built  the  mills  known  as 
the  Maxwell  Mill< — now  converted  into  ii  woolen  factory. 

Warren  Cochran  sought  to  make  Baraboo  just  Avhat  a  quiet  New 
England  village  was,  not  considering  that  our  population  was  cosmo- 
ixditan,  and  could  not  all  ])e  alike.  But  such  was  his  organization  that 
every  one  must  sulunit  to  what  he  deemed  right.  However,  ho  saw  the 
neee>sity  of  combining  as  many  of  the  religious  elements  in  one  body  as 
jiossible'.  Jieing  hiniself  a  Coiigregationalist,  he  sought  to  unite  the 
I're.-liyteriau  element  v.itli  the  Congregational.  For  a  time  it  seemed 
tn  piugns-  favi.rably,  but  there  was  Deacon  Lodge  Ihier,  a  hoosier, 
).o>ses>ed  of  ;di  the'rigid  jircjudices  of  the  old  Seotch-lri-h  eharacter. 
Judge  (.'a^iip  and  Deacon  ( 'lark  also,  \\h(»lKid  c.mie  fmni  Tiitchfield 
County,  Connecticut.  Then  there  was  J>.etor  Cowles,  who  taught 
the  choir,  and  who  really  never  meant  anything  by  his  religion.  Such 
discordent  elements  nf  e..ar>e  could  not  long  ri'main  united.  Disagree- 
ment and  ditfereiiec  of  views  sprung  up.  Elder  Coehran  would  not 
vield  a  hair's  bna-ith.  .lud-^e  Cam])\vas  the  leader  of  the  ojiposition  : 
'Deienn  r.iier.^i  h-d  ^s\^]^  il,e  judge:  DeacT.  Marvin  i'.l:d;e  <U^va\  in  the 
l'r,-:ieb.  ti-ying  f.  eniu-iiiale  l.Mtb  side<.  T!iey  li:id  a.  Vei'V  aligry  di-cus- 
.-■ion  at  a  ehureh  meeting  held  on  acertniu  Saturday  afiernooii.  Di'. 
CuWKfc.  k\u-liii,._'  in  bis  sleeve  at  the  w  le.lr  perrc-rninuee.  .-id.-d  with   the 
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(>1<Ut.  KMer  ri.cln':ni  i.rcaclkoil  tlic  next  day,  and  took  for  his  suhjoct 
'•Preiulic.'."'  llj  olo  iu?;\tly  ]nrtrav(,' I  tlic 'various  ni  inifcstations  of 
projudico,  and  finally  cxcl.'.imcd :  "There  nre  tho-^e  in  the  congregation 
who,  if  they  Avere  transferred  to  heaven  in  tlieir  ])resout  condition,  would 
walk  the  gold-beaten  streets  of  the  New  Jeruselem,  and  gaze  on  its 
pearly  walls — yes,  they  would  walk  up  to  those  walls  and  ]Mek  those 
pearls,  and  deliheratelv'turn  around  and  say  :  '  We  have  got  as  gooil  an 
article  as  tho^o  in  LitchSeld  !  "  "  That  wa^,  the  liair  that  broke  the 
caincl's  l)ark.  Xo  more  union  of  Presbyterians  and  Congregation- 
alists  in  IJaraboo.  Tiie  elder  next  attacked  secret  societies,  Masonry 
and  Odd  Fellowship.  Well,  we  had  neitlier  then  at  Baraboo,  but  the 
boys  had  a  society  know  as  the  "  One  Thousand  and  Ones."  It  was  a 
biirlesipie  on  ;dl  secret  organizations.  But  the  elder,in  his  sermon,  ai'ter 
denouncing  ^rnsonry  and'Odd  Fellowship,  said:  "  Here,  I  understand, 
is  another  order  called  '  One  Thousand  ami  One'  I  don't  know  what 
that  ord?r  is.  l)ut  1  believe  it  consists  of  one  thousand  rascals  to  one 
decent  man." 

We  organized  a  lyceum  and  debating  club,  and  ijivited  some  of 
the  ablest  lecturers  of  the  times,  among  whom  was  Icabod  Cod- 
diuf.  Mr.  Codding  was  pleased  witli  the  liberal  sentiment  of  Baraboo. 
lle^did  much  to  elevate  the  standard  of  free  thought,  and  divested  or- 
thodoxy of  some  of  its  more  odious  features.  The  result  of  his  hibors 
was  the  organization  of  the  Unitarian  or  liberal  Christian  church,  aiul 
the  erection  of  their  meeting  house.  But  there  Avas  still  a  more  liberal 
eliment  prevailing  in  that  community — a  class  who  demanded  the  rea- 
sons, the  whys  and  wherefores  of  every  doctrine.  But  the  war  com- 
menced, and'that  absorbed  every  consideration.  JIardly  a  regiment 
left  the  state  for  the  seat  of  war,  that  had  not  a  representative  of  Sauk 
County  in  its  rariks.      Sauk  County  was  patriotic. 

Mr.  Armstrong's  reminiscences  having  brought  us  to  18Gi,  we  now 
find  it  necessary  to  return  in  order  to  give  other  portions  of  history  and 
reminiscences  previous  to  tliis  time,  and  some  of  which  are  dated  Ijcfore 
y\v.  Armstrong's  advent  here.  It  may  be  that  some  slight  contradic- 
tions may  be  apparent  in  this  work,  as  notes  are  taken  from  many 
dilVevent  persons,  and  it  cannot  be  expected  that  after  the  la]>se  of  so 
many  vear^,  t!ie  meuKnaes  of  all  will  prove  faultless.  AVe  lu'lieve,  how- 
ever, that  in  the  main,  the  history  is  correct.  an<l  if  any  c(uUradictioiis 
apjjcar,  they  are  of  slight  import. 

In  1S}l\  Captain  Moore  and  I).  C.  liarry,  in  comjjany  with  one  or 
two  others,  while  out  on  a  hunting  expedition,  made  a  discovery  of 
Xanows  I'rairle.  As  there  was  no  other  claimants,  they  felt  rich  be- 
yniid  measure.  Their  unly  in.iiMe  \Na<  in  dniilii!-  it  to  <uit  all  jmrtie-^. 
While  uu  thi^  tri[.  liiey  luvAc  a  camj-ing  ground  mi  the  ].rairie  near  the 
river.      One  dav.  Caotain  Moore  sh. a  f-.ur   mallard    ducks,    wliieh.    not 
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being  i ui i n n.l uue I y  iici'ikMU  wciv  dic-.-nl  and  liunir  up  fov  anotlier 
occasion.  The  next  day.  (.'.iptaiu  Moore  liai-ncned  to  ;:et  into  camp 
before  any  of  tlie  others,  lie  had  done  none  of  tlie  conipaiiy's  cooking; 
but  noAV  it  oi/rurred  to  him  iliat  it  avouM  be  well,  since  he  -was  very 
hungry  himself,  and  he  wa<  sure  the  others  ^vouM  be  ludf  fandslied,  for 
him  to  get  the  dinner  under  way.  So  lie  proceeded  to  make  the  fire 
and  get  the  ducks  on,  stewing.  Supposing  the  fowls  to  1>e  ready  f  )r 
cooking,  he  tossed  them  into  the  kettle,  and  when  they  were  sufficiently 
tender,  he  ])Ut  in  some  sliced  potatoes,  as  he  had  seen  the  others  do: 
and  soon  he  had  what  he  considered  a,  first-class  stew.  When  the  others 
came  into  camp,  their  dinner  ^vas  \Yaiting  for  them,  and  right  glad  wore 
tliey  that  this  >vas  the  ca^e.  '  AVith  a  hearty  good  Avill  they  began  the 
meal,  Avhich  they  Avere  eating  with  a  keen  relish,  when  one  of  the  num- 
ber fished  out  a  gizzard.  There  were  enough  to  go  around,  and  each  of 
the  others  claimed  one.  J>arry  made  an  attempt  to  cut  his  in  two.  but 
f>r  some  uncxjdainetl  reason,  pushed  it  aside.  One  of  the  others,  more 
greedy,  crammed  a  whole  one  into  his  mouth  and  began  to  chew  it — 
oidy  to  find  his  mouth  fille  1  with  sand  and  gravel.  With  a  i)aughty 
ejaculation,  lie  spit  it  out.  The  captain  now  saw  something  was  wrong 
witli  the  dinner,  and  by  observing  the  gizzard  whieli  he  liad  on  his  own 
dish,  he  discovered  that  it  had  not  been  opened  and  cleansed.  It  is 
perhaps  needless  to  add  that  the  eaptaiu  wa^  relir-ved  from  all  further 
responsibility  in  the  cooking  department,  during  the  remainder  of 
that  trip. 

W.  11.  Canfield.  a  well  known  surveyor,  came  to  thi-  part  of  the 
country  in  lS4J.  Jle  lound  hi=  way  hither  from  Madison  by  means  of 
marked  trees,  the  wood  having  been  surveyeil  but  not  improved,  lie 
took  up  some  land,  near  Skillet  Falls,  some  three  miles  from  Baraboo. 
Himself  and  wife  lived  in  a  dry  gor>ds"  box  for  six  weeks,  and  until  the 
erection  of  a  log  house  w  ax  eiVeeteil.  J  liram  AVebster,  now  a  blacksmitli 
on  Third  street,  was  al>o  one  of  the  comers  of  1842. 

A  Methodi>t  socii'ty  was  organized  in  1S4-";,  but  a  ehureh  was  not 
built  until  1>;41'.  h  was  a  rough,  board  building,  but  it  was  the  iirst 
church  in  the  village.  It  stood  on  one  corner  of  the  lot  now  oecupied 
by  the  new  Methoili.-t  church,  wliieh  wa<  erected  in  iSot.  The  first 
jiresiding  elder  was  liev.  ib  T.  Kavenaugh.  The  society  had  at  that 
time  oidv  six  n\end)ers,  and  belonged  to  the  Sauk  mission.  In  l.'^4'.»,  ii 
beeaui.-a  ^.-parnte  ^..eieiy.  ::nd  t. -1;  t',.  name  of  the  Ad-.m".  Mi^^i  .n. 
iia\!ng  Kes.  -V-a  V\  o  >d  a~:  ia:ni.~ter  in  charge.  'i'lie  cImuvii  is  now 
lloiirisliinL'  uuil.-i-  the  )nini>:ration  of  l;e\.  .1.  !•".   li-i-h. 


1'he  fii-st  j)liysie-i;ui  ill  liaiMbun  was  Dr.  ('lias.  C«n\lfs.  Jl(.-caiii(>  IVniii 
Ohio  to  Milwaukee  iu  \^\^'k  Milwaukee  at  that  time  luul  less  than  twn 
dozen  houses  iu  it.  l.taviii'/  his  Avifc  ainl  child  in  the  Milwaukee 
woods,  he  went  to  Darahoi),  (jr  rather  to  tlie  residence  of  his  father, 
Judi^c  l.auren  <.'owles.  lour  luik's  hclow  Barahoo.  Tlie  judge  starti^l 
iinuicdiately  after  his  son"s  wife  and  ehild,  hut  owing  to  the  had  .state  of 
tlie  roads,  it  look  two  weeks  to  make  the  trip.  The  doctor  hegaii  to 
practice  at  once  iu  this  i)art  of  the  ciuintry.  j>ut  that  was  up-hill -work 
in  those  ilays.  in  January,  1847,  lie  showed  cui  one  (jceasioii  a  most 
remarkable  endurance — going  after  sujiper  lo  see  a  patient  a  dhstance  of 
i<i\ty-four  miles,  facing  a  keen  north  wind,  and  stopping  for  neither 
rest  or  refreshments  of  atiy  kind.  The  next  year  the  doctor  came  to 
Baraloo  and  jurchascd  the  two  lots  vlieie  his  residence  no^^  is.  1'he 
total  cost  of  the  lots  -was  .-even  dollars.  lie  ^till  eoulinues  to  practice 
here,  lie  gave  the  amount  of  his  practice  in  1  S74  as  ,^2,oU0.1.').  \)x. 
Cowles  says  that  ijarahoo  wa.s  settled  hy  tl;e  Lord's  poor,  the  dtnil's 
poor  and  the  p'Mtr  devils  ;  tliese  formed  three  distinct  classes  of  society, 
though  only  the  last  hears  its  original  name  at  the  ju'esent  time. 

David,  Samuel  and  Simeon  Crandall,  hrotlier.s.  in  company  wIlIi  Ira 
Angle  and  (.1.  "\V.  ]\napp.  came  to  Barahoo  in  IN-I'!,  and  the  li\e  and 
their  families  moved  into  the  log  school-house  on  the  south  side,  where 
they  remained  until  huilding.-i  coiil'l  he  erected.  Samuel  Crandall  was 
one  of  thefir.vt  physicians  in  ilie  valley.  In  ISol  he  went. to  Florida 
and  died  there.      l)a\id  Crandall  and  family  still  reside  here. 

Another  arrival  of  iS-lo,  A\as  the  "Wall-ridges,  Khsha  and  Elea/.er, 
brothers.  The  former  died  in  the  army,  and  his  wife,  who  was  Miss 
Harriet  l'>.  Knapp,  pined  away  with  sorrov>'  at  his  death  and  two  years 
later  departed  this  life.  Eieazer  ^Valbridge  is  a  real  estate  and  iiHurance 
agent,  still  resi<ling  here.  Mr.  Ilerschiiiger.  now  proprietor  of  a  feed 
store  on  Water  street,  came  t(j  town  the  same  year. 

At  the  land  sale,  whieli  took  jilace  in  lN4i.!,  one  of  the  county  e(un- 
missioners,  Ih-e.'^cott  rJiighaui,  puidiased  tlie  (paarter  section  of  land, 
now  inel;, ding  ]jarabno  pro})er,  with  his  <iwii  money,  for  the  eountv. 
The  eommi.-sioners  jilatted  a  village,  having  the  court  house  square  in 
the  center,  and  mimed  it  Adauis.  This  was  done  in  A[)ril.  lS47.  The 
plat  extended  to  the  Center  of  the  range  of  block  between  Bench  an<l 
Water  >tiret.>.  The  land  ;>  the  -^'I'.th  wa.>  owned  by  Ceorge  Bro\\n, 
and  lay  in  an  a'ljoiiiing  tMwii.  A  iiionth  al'ier  the  platting  '-f  Adam.--, 
(ieorge  l)i-in\  11  lail  out  a  portieii  of  his  pr.iperty  into  \illage  lots,  and 
named  the  .:.ami.'  l.'araboo.       The  \illages  coiitiiitted  to  be  sej'arate  iinti 
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the  village  tliartcr,  ^^ili^ll  Avns  nhtaiiifil  \n  May,  l^n(i.  uiiilt'd  them 
uiidci-  llic  naiiK.',  iKiralxjo.  The  name  of  A<!:.ii;s  was,  ue  believe, 
flroijpeil  ill  I'^'yl^  tlie  })i).-t  ullieeliere  beiiiLi;  kiinwii  as  Iniralioit,  ami  loth 
])liices  were  looked  uj)ou  iVom  tliat  time  as  one  and  the  saiii(\  Several 
additions  have  been  made  to  the  original  )»lat,  viz:  !Mrs.  ]'eek"s  FJr.-t 
Addition,  dune  \'k  Ibtl':  AVulIaee's  Ad-litiun,  Au-iist  'd.  IS-IO;  Mr.s.

Camp, 
in  July,  18')."),  laid  out  an  addition  east  of  Mrs.  Peek's  addition,  wJueh 
he  called  the  villar;e  ol' Tdtelifield,  and  his  son  Artliur  made  an  addition 
to  the  villa-e  of  Jiitchlield  in  Sc}»tember,  l87d.  These  last  two  ad- 
ditions are  not  ine(n-poraied  ^vilh  the  villaj^e  of  ]iarabo<7. 

Jn  l8-lt!.  an  embryo  village  Avas  platted  west  the  first  great  lieiid  of 
the  Baraboo  i-i\er,  and  named  liyoiis.  It  was  thought  to  build  iiji  tlie 
eity  there;  but  the  scheme  did  not  succeed.  Lyons  is  not  yet  incorpor- 
ated Avith  the  village  of  Baraboo,  but  probably  A\ill  be  in  tinu-.  Man- 
chester lying  one  half  mile  to  the  southeast  of  Baraboo,  was  surveyed 
and  platted  in  June,  18.30,  under  the  direction  of  AValter  T.  blanders. 
]jikc  Lyons,  it  uill  probaltly  some  day  be  a  parr  of  Baraboo. 

The  first  electi^m  held  under  the  village  charter  polled  one  hundred 
and  four  yotes.  The  following  were  the  officers  eleete<l :  Bresident,  S. 
yi.  Burdick;  J]<.ard  of  Trustees,  V>.  V.  Mills,  A.  Andrews,  T.  1).  Long. 
])r.  J.  B.  Hall,  B.  L.  Burdy  and  C.  C  Bemington.  The  latter  did 
not  (pialify,  and  C.  A.  Sumner  was  appointed  in  his  jilace.  Dr.  J.  1{. 
Ilall  was  elecied  by  the  entire  one  hundred  and  four  V(;tes.  The  elec- 
tion took  place  April  2nd,  1847.  On  the  fifth  of  the  same  month,  the 
following  officers  were  apjHiimed:  John  Barker.  Clerk;  C.  C.  Bem- 
ington, Attorney:  J.  C.  Dockum,  Constable:  B.  M.  Strong,  Treas- 
urer. an(L^L  C.  Wait,  Fire  AVardon. 

A  court  house  was  erectdl  in  1847.  north  ^^'i  the  pul»lic  sipiare.  It 
vas  built  of  wood,  and  was  for  a  time  the  ]iri<le  of  the  \illage.  All  the 
gatherings,  IV'im  a  court  dov.  n  to  a  kissing-bee.  were  held  there  fir  some 
time.  I'he  men.  not  quite  satisfied  with  the  wmknianship,  >|.ent  the 
hours  while  listening  to  lectures  and  trials,  in  carving  the  seats  and 
other  W(ri;id-\vu)k  v.ith  their  jack-knives.  It  is  said  that  the  elfeel  was 
more  cnri.i;i-  [liau  l.eauili'iil.  h  was  preuuiiiii.ed  unlit  for  u.-e,  and  a 
iiev,  l)rick  K:<^n\V  Iioum-  was  eiecteil  (»h  the  jaiblic  s.puire  in  I8.")ii,  al 
which  lime  the  old  building  l/ccame  the  oHice  of  the  '■  Be[iublic."      But 
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so  tliliipidatcd  did  it  filially  .I'C'i-onio,  tliat  oven  printers  refiiscil  to 
inhabit  it.  a!id  it  \\as  niuvcl  and  liiriied  into  a  saloim.  ror.>iK-li  falls  even 
court-li'iu>es  s<i;nctinu->  liavo.  Jt  Avas  destroyed  in  a  eonliagration.  I'li 
the  iiiglit  of  duly  4tli,  iS'iI',  \\ith  several  !)iisine>s  houses  The  lire 
was  supposed  tu  have  oriiianated  in  the  fire-works.  The  editor  of  the 
'' JJepuhlie"'  renieuiliered  ]iis  nld  love  in  a  nioui'id'ul  obituary  notice. 

A  jail,  -which  A\as  al-o  Imilt  in  1847,  is  said  to  have  resembled  a  di-y- 
;i;oods  box,  and  Avas  not  sufliciently  strong  to  hohl  anybody.  In  fact,  it 
does  not  seem  to  have  been  an  unpleasant  thin;^^  to  be  a  prisoner  in 
those  early  days,  or  even  ten  years  later,  since  the  "  Itepiablic "'  of 
March  21st.  1^">7,  thus  describes  how  a  ]>ri^oner  of  that  time  was 
treateil: — '*  He  sleejis  at  tlie  A\'cslern  hotel,  the  best  in  town,  cats  his 
breakfast  there,  and  hiunp;es  around  the  villa;:e,  _i2'o.ssipiii,u'  ^vitli  the  mer- 
chants and  clerk<  until  the  'j:')]]<^  sounds  for  dinner,  which  meal  he  eats 
with  as  gr)od  a  grace  as  if  he,  instead  of  the  couury,  paid  for  it.  After- 
noon and  evening  are  spent  in  the  same  maiaier,  with  the  single  welcome 
interruption  of  tea;  and  at  a  tolerably  reasonaltle  hour  our  prisoner 
goes  to  bed.  iDt  l»eing,  we  fear,  either  a  sadler  or  wiser  man.  He  has 
no  disiios;ti(.n  t"  run  away,  considering  hini-elf  ;(s  he  does  tlie  best 
treated  man  in  Sauk  I'ounty.  AVe  understand  that  the  shei'ifl"  proposed 
to  him  to  Work  on  his  farm,  but  he  was  informed  by  this  genLleni;ndy 
nrisoner  that  the  county  had  agreed  to  sujiport  him  three  months  ^vith- 
out  work."  That  indi\idua!  was  thus  puni.-hed  ('.")  for  .stealing  a  cow. 
The  ])re.-5ent   jail  was  erected  that  year,  (1?^•")T)  and  enlarged  in  IbiH. 

A  companion  to  tlie  above  iiicident  is  one  that  is  told  of  SherifT  Ly- 
man Crussmau  ami  Charles  IJitierod,  and  occuri'cfl  in  Lyons  in  1S48. 
The  two  ai'e  saiil  to  have  taken  "a  drop  t')0  much,"  and  while  fording 
the  river  ai  that  point,  got  into  a  fight.  AVhile  the  blows  were  falling 
heavy  audi  \]\<t,  Crossman  rememljering  his  jiosition,  commanded  : 
•'Peace  I  i  am  the  sheriff!  "  But  the  other  oidy  threw  his  fist  about 
the  faster,  ex'claindng  :  "' Ly  (!ott,  your  juree:Mlektion  don't  extend  on 
water,  if"  him  do  on  land  I  " 

Some  incidents  in  the  law  business  are  fully  as  humorous.  A  certain 
ease  was  being  tried  before  Judge  Dixon  in  l.^.JM.  C.  C.  Kemingtou  of 
Jiaraboo  and  J.  AV.  dohnson  of  Madison  being  opposin-g  attorneys.  Mr. 
Johnsi>n.  though  bearing  the  reputation  of  smartness  second  to  no  one 
in  this  part  of  the  Country,  was  uddiet.d  to  drink.  U}*"n  this  weak 
]-oinr.  his  op]H,ncnt  touch-'d.  meiili"iiing  Idui  a^  a  ••druid<en  bho-k- 
guard."  Mr.  dohn^.on  ealndy  aro>e  to  respond.  He  aaid  tliat  he  had 
practiced  law  a  long  while,  b;it  had  never  before  been  so  insulted,  and 
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Jibu.sod.  and  iniR-li  mure  to  tlio.sanir  cllVrt.  paciiii^  tlic  ilnor  wliik- lie  sjioke, 
and,  at  every  turn,  efnnini:  nearer  U\  liis  (ijtponent.  1'lien  lie  {)ansed, 
and  addressing:  the  judge,  said:  *-,\nd  now,  nr.iy  it  jilease  tlieeourt,  I'll 
vrini!;  Mr.  Keniington's  nose."  before  the  sentence  was  half  complete, 
he  had  suited  the  action  to  the  Avords,  and  that  <^entleman's  nose,  ^vas 
the  suiTercr  to  the  loss  of  the  cuticle.  Other  peisons  interfered,  and 
the  t^vo  men  se])aratcd,  and  as  a  consoijuencc  two  hnv-suits  had  to 
be  tried  instead  of  one.  ^Fr.  Johnson  Avas  fined  one  lunidred  dollars 
for  the  assault.  But  Levi  Crouch,  also  a  member  of  the  bar,  got  u|)  a 
petition,  -which  was  signed  l)y  nearly  all  the  lawyers  in  this  circuit,  beg- 
ging that  the  fine  bo  remitted.  The  court  was  favorable  to  this  petition, 
and  after  expressing  his  firm  belief  in  the  good  judgment  of  the  signers, 
remitted  the  fine. 

In  1S47,  Eben  JVck  lost  sixteen  head  of  cattle  by  disease,  and  in 
unler  to  mahe  some  use  of  the  hides,  he  improvised  a  tannery,  using 
canoes  for  vats.  A  part  of  the  leather  thus  nuide,  furnished  bands  for 
tlie  Honey  Creek  mill.  1'he  remainder  was  given  away.  The  next 
year  Daniel  Schermohorn,  a  relative  by'marriage  to  the  Pratt  family, 
erected  a  tannery  on  the  })roperty  belonging  to  I'hib.niion  Pratt.  ].ater 
Mr.  Scliermerhorn  removed  to  Juneau  County,  and  died  there  in  the 
fall  of  187.-). 

A  Congregational  society  Avas  orjjjani/^ed  in  December,  1847,  with 
Kev.  AV.  Cochran  presiding.  It  had  at  that  time  but  eight  memliers. 
They  built  a  churcli  in  18-02.  In  1860  the  membership  had  increased 
to  seventy  persons.  ]*at  an'  ill  feeling  arose  among  them,  Avhich  in- 
creased with  great  rapidity.  iMr.  Cochran  is  represented  as  being  a 
man  of  stubborn  radical  sentiments,  Avielding  a  tongue  of  keen  satire, 
and  sending  his  thrusts,  at  all  times,  to  all  opjxuients  whether  in  the 
church  i>r  out  of  it.  lie  was  at  vai'iance  with  the  Cam[)  family,  and  an 
allusion  to  them  in  a  sermon  is  said  to  have  been  tlie  final  cause  of  the 
division  of  the  society.  The  Avithdrawing  mendieis  formed  a  Second 
Presbyterian  church,  which  was  finally  united  with  the  First.  These 
were  in  the  majority,  and  they  claimed  the  new  Congregational  church 
buildin.i:  which  liad  been  erected  a  short  time  previous  to  the  division  of 
the  society.  'J'he  remaining  members  disputed  the  right  of  ownership 
of  the  others,  and  the  nuitter  Avas  taken  into  the  cinirts.  The  case  Avas 
sctib'd  in  favor  of  the  Coni're.Liationali-ts.  Pev.  O.  G.  May  i>  nOAv  the 
prf.-iding  mini>le!-  of  tlie  latter  soci<'ty. 

There  Avas  finally  a  rupture  bctAveen  Mr.  < 'ochran  and  the  parties  Avho 
had  allied  themselves  to  his  cause.       It  Avas  concerning  the  })roper  di- 
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position  of  some  missionary  funds.  Un  le^^inninr^  liis  fhrowell  sermon, 
the  minister  inlurmnl  liis  hearers  that  lie  intended  to  bo  jiersonal,  an.l 
if  any  persons  l"e:ue<I  listenin;^  tu  allusions  to  themsch os,  they  ^vere  ai 
hberty  to  leave  at  unce.  No  one  going,  he  went  on  ^vith  a  description 
of  a  mon.-ter  of  >in  that  almost  nuide  every  one's  hair  stand  on  end  ; 
and  then  ^vhile  all  were  breathlessly  anxious  to  hear  wliorn  ho  would 
name  a.s  iliat  monster,  he  said:  '•  I  do  not  know  whetlier  this  individual 
isjiere  to-day  or  not,  but  I  do  know  that  some  of  his  children  are  heie. 
Would  you  know  his  name  ?     It  is  the  devil." 

l^eturning  to  the  mills,  we  find  thai  in  1.V47,  John  Metcalf  and 
Fraidc  Crossman  purchased  the  upper  nn'll  power,  the  hitter  selling  his 
inti'rest  at  the  end  <.f  thiee  years  to  Nathan  Ta-hlock  and  Martin  Water- 
man. In  lS.j.'>.  this  firm  })ut  up  a  furniture  shop,  and  in  18;j7  they 
erected  a  new  n.ill.  JUit  in  18o9  it  became  involved,  and  the  next 
year  Waterman  and  J'addock  went  flirtlier  west.  Levi  ]\Ioore  operated 
the  millsome  four  years,  wlien  the  death  of  Mr.  Metcalf  put  that  gen- 
tleman's share  of  the  property  into  the  lumds  of  L.  J.  Claude,  a 
creditor  ;  an.l  Tcrrill  Thomas  took  control  of  the  mill.  In  'i><\)>>,  had- 
dock having  relumed,  sold  the  I'addock-AYaterman  interest  to  TerriU 
Thomas:  and  the  latier's  brother,  T  C.  Thomas,  became  a  partner. 
In  ISTo,  the  property  was  sold  to  Jacob  Ilespeler  of  Canada. 

In  1848,  Maxwell  and  son  and  L.  Drier  began  tlie  building  of  a  mill 
on  tlie  Maxwell  p.:>\ver,  and  duiing  tlie  season  they  sold  a  lialf  interest 
in  the  power  to  J.  F.  Flanders  and  Ben.  McA^icar,  building  for  them  a 
ilouring  mill  worth  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  was  completed  that  same 
winter.  In  Fsr.O.  Ihier  built  a  carding  mill.  The  same  year  the  par- 
ties owning  the  power  swappeil  property,  Flanders  taking  the  saw  mill 
and  all  tlie  water  power  except  two  hundred  inches  Ashich  went  to  .Afax- 
well  with  the  ilouring  mill.  Subsequently,  the  saw  inill  was  burned. 
and  later,  in  Isr.ii,  Flanders  sold  his  j.art  ot'  the  power  to  Charles  C<.ok, 
who  built  another  saw  mill  and  purchitsed  theearding  mill.  Mr.  15ald- 
win  put  uj)  a  tannery  about  the  same  time.  Cook  became  involved  in 
the  hard  times  of  Fv.",!,  ami  the  projicrty  went  back  to  the  former 
owners. 

Tiie  next  year  John  Dean  arrived  and  leased  tl»e  Flanders  woolen 
mill  building  and  power,  putting  in  the  works  for  a  wo<den  factorv.  and, 
assisted  by  hi-  brothers  William  and  dames,  lie  run  the  factorv  some 
seven  ve,:i...  A^  i\.r  .u\  .,l'  H:.;  lin.e,  betook  A.  Andrews  han  ,K,r;- 
nership,  j.uivhased  tiie  .Maxuell  gri^t  mill  and  (it(.-d  it  up  with  woolen 
•"ill    maehiiury.        A    y,-ar   later,    And.vws   <oM    his    interest    to  Wruvx

Ridi,  ulio  shortly  nfterviml  rcsolJ  to  Dean.  In  1H<»1.»,  tlie  uoolen 
works  \\v\\{  into  the  lia'.ids  of  James  JA-aii,  \V.  ('.  CJreaves  and  Josepli 
Ellis.  The  next  year,  G.  II.  liacon,  Ira  I..  lliiini)hrey  and  Jusejih 
Ellis  owned  the  property,  and  tlic  same  year  Flanders  sold  his  j)art  of 
the  water  power  to  some  Milwaukccans.  A  year  later  AVilliam  S.  Grubh 
became  its  purchaser,  and  he  in  the  fall  of  '74  made  it  over  to  J.  C. 
Speneer,  who  has  since  erected  a  grist  mill  there.  Bacon  finally  i=old 
his  interest  of  the  Maxwell  water  power  to  M.  J.  Drown. 

Pigeons  were  so  numerous  at  one  time  in  1847,  that  they  formed  at 
times  a  dark  canopy  over  the  country,  shutting  out  the  sun  like  a  rain- 
cloud;  and  when  they  alighted  the  trees  were  often  broken  doAvn  by 
their  Aveighl.  The  same  year  the  country  was  besieged  by  an  army  of 
locust.  The  latter  injured  nothing  but  the  oaks,  which  they  stripped 
of  leaves  more  com[)letely  than  a  winter  frost  could  have  done.  Where 
the  locust  came  from  was  a  mystery  to  the  people.  They  seemed  to 
arise  from  the  ground,  and  so  numerous  were  the  burrows  from  which 
they  came,  that  the  soil  bore  the  appearance  of  a  honey-condj.  Then 
such  a  baiul  of  musicians  as  the  little  fellows  -svere  I  Old  settlers  say 
that  peoi)lc  had  to  }k\\\\  at  the  top  of  their  voices  to  be  heard  at  all. 
When  the  locusts  got  tired  of  visiting  the  outer  world,  they  crept  back 
into  their  holes  and  disappeared  fiom  view,  to  be  seen  no  moi'c  for 
seventeen  years.  In  ]b'G4,  they  made  another  visit,  but  were  not  so 
numerous  as  before.  The  oaks  in  1847  leaved  out  a  second  time  in 
Septembei-. 

A  Baptist  society  was  organize<l  in  1S47,  by  Rev.  V.  Conrad  of 
Prairie  du  Sac.  It  began  with  only  five  members,  and  the  meetings 
were  held  in  the  old  log  school  house. 

The  fust  milliner  in  town  was  Miss  Cythcra,  now  Mrs,  C.  Harrison. 
She  had  no  capital  but  her  hands,  her  blocks  (home  made  concerns)  and 
a  few  bundles  of  straw  which  she  had  gathered  from  the  fields  to  make 
into  hats.      She  began  business  in  184\t,  and  continued  until  l8ol. 

The  Wisconsin  House  was  built  in  l8.j()  by  a  German  by  the  name  of 
Connell.  who  ke[tt  it  eight  years.  Herman  Albiecht  and  John  Schlag 
arc  now  the  proprietors.  .Mr.  Albiecht  enlarged  that  liotel  in  1808. 
The  house  l)ears  a  good  reputation  among  the  traveling  public.  Jiotii 
of  the  pro]»riotors  arc  old  settlers.  A  hotel  called  the  American  House 
was  al<o  built  in  1^.',()  by  J.  \< .  Jackson.  Since  IMJS  it  has  lu'cn  ke])t 
by  K.  T.  I'r.k,  who  cbaug.'d  iis  name  to  the  I'eck  Hou>... 

Among  tiic  sct'.lcrs  of  js.")l)  v,enote  the  following  :  Thoiii:is  lUickley, 
a  stone  ma-on.  who  did  the  liisl  stone   tuttiiiij-  done    in    IJaialiOo.        lie 
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lived  in  tlie  villiiLrc  until  dcutli  tonk  liim  invay,  and  was  always  coii- 
sidrreil  a  <r'i'id  citizen.  Gcorire  Mortens  eanit'  the  same  year  to  Sank 
Prairie,  and  two  years  later  (»|)oned  an  alisiraet  and  insnrance  ofiiee  in 
ilio  villa'ie.      lie  still  docs  kiisincss  on  the  ruirlh  side  of  tlie  sipiare, 

John  Taylor,  who  proved  to  Lc  a  very  energetic  and  worthy  citi/.eiu 
was  a  i=;ettler  of  ISuO.  lie  is  said  to  liavc  done  move  at  that  time  in 
building  u})  Baraboo  than  any  other  one  man.  The  ITeadcjnarters  and 
several  other  then  large  buIMings  were  erected  by  liim. 

The  first  newsjiaper  of  l^.araboo  was  >,tarted  in  June.  1S,;,0,  bv  A. 
MeFadden  and  C.  If.  ^rdvaughlin.  Jt  was  a  "\\  hig  })a])er,  and  bore 
the  name  of  ''Sank  County  Standai'd."  During  the  five  years  and  five 
months  that  it  lived,  it  changed  proprietors  with  an  alarming  rapidity; 
and  early  in  the  second  year  elianged  its  politics  as  well,  Mr.  MeFadden 
retiring  at  that  time  ami  Mr.  Laughlin  continuing  the  business  alone, 
^I.  C.  Waito  ajipearing  as  editor.  May  8th,  18.'>1,  Duncan  C.  Niveu 
succeeded  Mr.  Waite.  August  olst,  1S51.  d.  II.  Waggoner  and  Geoi-ge 
R.  Clarke  purchased  the  ofiiee.  About  the  first  of  January.  lS")il,  Mi-. 
Waggoner  transferred  his  interest  to  W.  II.  ]>avis,  and  the  office  Avas 
eondueted  under  the  firm  I'ame  of  Davis  .*c  Clarke.  August  ISth, 
IS.VJ,  D.  S.  Vitturn  and  C.  Ji.  McLaughlin  were  tlie  pro]n-ietors,  Mr. 
Vittum  being  editor.  January  IS.^o,  Mr.  A'ittum  Avitlnlrew,  and  Mr. 
McLaughlin  remained  sole  proprietor.  August  of  the  same  year,  IL 
C.  Couhl  became  associated  with  Mr.  McLaughlin.  August  '">Oth,  1S.'>4, 
Mr.  Jack  Ambler,  from  Hillsdale,  Michigan,  purchased  the  ofilce.  Oidy 
a  few  days  after  arriving  here  with  his  fiunily,  he  was  taken  sick,  and 
on  September  ii'th  notice  of  the  death  of  ]\ir.  Ambler  appeared  at  the 
head  of  the  editorial  column.  Mrs.  Andder  engngedi  A.  C.  Ibdt  to 
con<biet  the  ]»aper  :  but  subsequently  sold  it  to  ]>.  S.  A'ittum,  and  he 
inunediately  refold  it  to  Mrs.  J{.  Peck,  who  put  her  sr,n  A'ictor  inio  the 
office,  lie  associated  with  him  James  1.  Dennis.  They  changed  the 
name  to  the  ••  Sauk  County  Democrat."  Later  J.  AV.  J 'helps  tordc  the 
editorial  chair,  and  was  succeeiled  early  in  lS.")(j  by  A[r.  ,J.  W.  AVells. 
Mrs.  IVck  says  that  tlie  two  latter  named  men  pu-acticed  a  sharp  grab 
game,  and  got  all  the  money  belonging  to  the  concern,  leaving  her  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars  out  of  pocket.  She  closed  the  ofiiee  and  iliscon- 
tinued  the  paj)er  in  November,  18o»i. 

In  ISwU.  a  large  and  more  conimo<lioiis  school-house  was  bttil:.  wldeh 
Served  f.'r  uidoi!  vcIiom!  ).nrposes  until  1  mJ."*,  ',\  l.cn  ir  w,i<  iojiiel  iiiat  if 
was  too  small  to  aeeonimodate   the   inci'eased   iioi>ulatioti,   and   n 
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were  taken  to  luiiM  an..;iier.      In  both  in-ianees.  a  poitmn  m  uie  }ieop 
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\vcrc  anxious  to  liavc  tlie  tonitory  divitlod  into  districts,  but  the  union 
f^L-hool  system  i.revaiUil.  On  the  1st  ul"  l^'el.ruary,  ISIIS,  t!ie  district 
treasurer  receivL-tl  ilie  first  ten  thousand  d(.lhirs,  and  on  the  -'Oth  of 
July  of  tlie  same  year,  began  payinir  it  out,  and  hy  tli'.'  1st  of  January, 
JSijii^  had  paid  out  for  sehool-liouse  site,  hri(.'k  and  uilirr  materials  for 
scliool-house,  .^8,278.00.  In  February,  isiji),  he  received  >?."),')(M»  more 
and  commenced  Avork  on  the  buihling  in  April  Turing  tlie  fall 
of  18G0,  the  school  board  hired  §7,070  to  carry  on  the  ^vork.  In  Keb- 
ruarv;187U,  they  received  hy  tax  .^(i.oUO,  and  hired  from  ihe  state  school 
fund  $10,000  on  ten  ye:irs  time.  The  school-house  and  grounds  cost 
about  ^oOjOOO.  The  delay  in  commencing  Inulding  \vas  eaused  by  a 
quarrel  as  to  location,  the  voters  at  the  dilVerent  sehool  meetings  chang- 
ing the  location  three  or  four  diireient  times,  once  or  twice  after  the 
district  board  had  bouglit  the  lands,  causing  thereby  (piite  a  loss,  as  they 
Avere  unable  to  sell  for  as  much  .as  they  had  to  pay.  The  loss  on  the 
lan<ls  was  about  .S.l,;"->00. 

Catholicism  Avas  introduced  at  quite  an  early  day  by  Father  Gardner, 
Avho  nuide  trij)S  from  Sauk  to  this  place,  and  others,  on  foot.  Services 
were  held  in  ])rivate  houses.  In  1 8,")]  the  society  bought  the  old  Con- 
gregational church,  and  used  it  until  1S74,  when  they  began  the  erection 
of  a  larger  and  more  commodious  place  of  worship.  Several  priests  have 
officiated  at  difterent  times.       The  present  incund)enl  is  Father  Ligneal 

The  Presbyterian  society  was  organized  in  IS.')!,  with  llev.  James  11. 
Kasson  in'charge.  It  began  with  fourteen  mendxMs.  The  hrst  church 
was  huilt  in  18.>2,  and  still  a  larger  one  in  187o.  The  next  year  a 
charter  was  received  for  a  Masonic  lodge. 

Among  the  settlers  of  18-31,  we  find  J.  W.  llurlbert  and  Ransom 
Jones,  who  opened  ilir  lirst  tin  shop  in  the  {dace.  llurlbert  went  out 
at  the  entl  of  six  moiuhs,  and  Jones  continue<l  the  business  alone.  He 
is  now  retired,  but  is  rememltered  as  one  of  the  strictly  honest  business 
men  of  town.  Another  settler  of  Ls.-jI  is  Thomas  <  >al>,  a  wagon  maker, 
still  doing  business   here. 

During  the  year  iS.^ii,  I'hillip  Fointon,  senior,  in  comjiany  with  his 
son,  IMiilli]),  started  a  ])ottery.  It  was  worked  for  several  years,  and 
mailc  g»jod  ware,  but  wa>  finally  destroyed  by  lire.  Mair  Fointon, 
another  son  of  the  senior  I'uinton  is  at  jiresent  in  the  employ  of  Judge 
l.u-k,  at  the  cuirt-hou-e.

inill,  in  order  to  conij^el  a  ^ei/.t!rc  of  the  Iolcs  and  thereby  ,i:et  tlieni  at 
low  fi^L'iircs.  dannued  tlie  ]5ai'abo(.)  witli  a  heavy  timber,  thus  detaining 
the  logs  whieh  the  r^araboo  })eople  had  eiit.  'i'liis  anirered  the  mill  men 
lit  this  point.  Mr.  P.  I'latt  was  particularly  interested,  and  was  very 
energetic  in  hi.s  endea\oi-s  to  have  the  lugs  relea-^i'd.  Some  knowing 
ones  volunteered  to  right  the  matter  in  an  amicable  Avay.  On  a  certain 
day.  a  large  delagation  started  for  lleedsburg.  The  knowing  ones,  who 
were  James  Maxwell,  Colonel  Max-well,  doh.n  Taylor  and  Daviil  Mun- 
son,  propose<l  that  the  remaimler  of  the  delegation  shouM  halt  a  short 
distance  from  lleeilsljurg,  while  they  went  ahead  to  reconnoitcr  the  sit- 
uati(Mi.  This  Avas  done.  ])Ut  after  t^\o  or  three  hours  waiting  the  men 
v,ho  had  been  left  liebind  got  tired,  and  concluded  to  sec  what  Avas  going 
on.  ^J'hey  found  on  their  arrival  at  lleedsburg  that  the  knowing  ones 
were  having  a  feast,  ami  that  the  (juestion  of  releasing  the  logs  had  not 
been  agitated.  Mi'.  I'ratt  says  that  the  Keedsbui-g  people  stuck  their 
thumbs  to  their  noses  and  a\ iggled  their  fingers  at  those  who  demanded 
the  release  of  the  logs,  and  that  they  wiMit  home  c<iwed  and  disgusted. 
But  the  next  day  except  one,  tliey  became  des])erate.  They  pressed 
nearly  every  man  in  the  village  into  service,  telling  every  one  to  take 
his  gun  and  tf>malun\k  along,  and  with  the  deputy  I'nited  States  Mar- 
shall at  their  head,  started  forth  for  aeti(jn.  The  logs  were,  of  course, 
speedily  released,  though  the  lice<lsburg  people  did  arrest  the  Marshall 
for  his  part  in  the  transaction.  The  afl'air,  however,  )iever  came  to  trial. 
The  next  war  was  the  women's  whisky  raid.  During  the  spring  of 
1854  a  great  temperance  excitement  prevailed.  It  was  owing  in  part  to 
the  conset[uoi)ces  arising  froiu  excessi\e  li([Uor  driid<ing  oTi  the  })art  of 
the  greater  ])ortion  of  tlie  men.  and  from  the  spirited  di.-^courses  of  llcv. 
^V.  Cochran,  a  C(mgregatiomd  nnnister,  and  Ivcv.  "\V.  IT.  Thompson,  a 
Methodist  minister,  both  of  wliom  wei'e  doing  duty  as  pastors  of  their 
respective  churched  at  that  time.  A  lawyer  by  the  name  (>f  J.  II.  J*ratt 
is  also  .<aid  to  have  been  instrumental  in  deciding  the  Avomcn  of  Bai-aboo 
to  make  a  raid  on  the  whisky  shops.  C)ne  fine  spring  morning,  a  large 
nundjer  of  the  women  organized  and  l)egan  the  attack,  commencing  at 
the  saloon  of  the  AVisconsin  House,  then  kept  by  a  German  having  the 
name  of  Connell.  Among  the  fail-  raiders  were  the  following:  Mrs. 
Ander--n.  Mrs.  liauder^.  Mr^.  Alaxurd,  Mi^^  A. la  Feegh-.  Mr.. 
Newson,  Mi->^  2Ne\\-on.  Mrs.  Iv-ick\vood,  Mrs.  (.'rain.  Miss  Crain.  Mrs. 
Eber  Crandali,    Miss  Luweli,   Mrs.  Cowles,  Mrs.  rari.h  and   Mi.s  B:it-

so  iiuieh  iTood  ]i<|Uor  -wasted,"  and  to  liave  tried  tosave  it  hy  ^eoopinLT  up 
handfuls,  Avhieli  lie  iransferi-ed  to  his — well,  his  jiockets.  From  Con- 
nell's  tlie  raiders  went  to  Peter  A'an  Wendel's  salnwii.  The  i)roi)rietor 
atleiuptt'd  til  defend  his  phiee  with  a  rusty  uiusket,  and  one  Joel  Ketehuni, 
noted  fur  always  hein^  dirty  and  raifged,  came  to  A'au  A\  eiideVs  a.->;^isl- 
aiice.  .\sKctehum  Avas  trying  to  har  their  entrance,  one  of  the  women 
cauL^ht  him  hy  the  waisthand  and  jerked  him  suddenly  aside.  The  je)-k 
cau.-ed  the  la.^tenini;s  to  give  way,  when  to  the  co)isteriuitiou  ot"  all 
j^resent  the  uiimcntionahles  Tell  oiT  in  their  presence.  At  this  state  of 
affair,-,  Deputy  Sherilf  Ch;ipmaD  advanced,  bearing  a  hra'.-c  of  revolvers, 
and  began  to  read  the  riot  act,  calling  at  intervals  ibr  the  cro\\d  to  dis- 
perse. '^  J)isperse  I  "  he  cried.  "  Mr.  Cocliran."  addressing  one  of  the 
mirjisters.  ''you  di-^pcrsc!'"  luit  ]Mr.  Cochran  iiiformed  him  that  he 
dill  not  knuw  lu)W.  Se\eral  of  the  women  were  arie-ted,  taken  to  Sauk 
ami  fined,  ]Ja^\yer  i'ratt  laking  the  side  of  the  i)rusec>itioii.  Failing  to 
))ay  the  fine  tliey  wer(>  given  into  the  custody  of  Sheriff  Munson,  who 
brought  theai  back  to  Jniraboo  and  rcdeascd  them.  1'he  flue  was  never 
l»aid.  Bat  the  husliands  of  the  women  made  u\)  a  jmrse  for  Council  to 
make  good  the  damage.  Lawyer  Pratt's  perfidy  to  the  cause  is  still 
the  subject  of  remark.  lie  imt  o;ily  appeared  f^r  the  oppo.-ition,  but 
allowed  the'.ii  to  bo  sued  for  spilling  a  baiTel  of  p'>rt  wine  in  place  of  the 
vinegar  -which  tiiey  had  wasti-d,  sustaining  the  wine  a<;nuisiti(m.

Ainon,':!  the  5Cttlev.s  of  ls;,7,  Avas  M.  Mould,  photographer,  >vho  took 
the  ru>t  photugiaphs  ever  laken  in  I'.araboo,  Mansion,  New  Li.-hoii,  tau 
Claire,  or  Chipp.owa  Falls.  Tiie  firm,  M.  MouM  .^  Son,  look  the  fust 
premium  at  the  state  lair  in  1-^00.  .Levi  Crouch,  lawyer,  real  estate 
a>Tent,  etc.,  seltle<l  here  in  l.s.">T.  In  ad.liiion  to  the  a1)ovt'  business,  he 
now  carries  on  farming  on  a  large  scale,  and  loans  money. 

Keturning  again  to  the  mills,  we  find  that  Moore  and  Clcnimcnt  run 
Wood's  mill  about  two  years,  and  then  (jult  business,  their  allairs  having 
become  involved.  The  property  then  lay  idle  until  ISO'J,  when  M. 
J.  Drown  an<l  G.  11.  Stewart  purchased  it  and  began  the  erection  of  a 
woolen  mill.  Stewart  soon  withdrew  and  other  parties  went  into  the 
business  with  Mr.  l)rown.  The  firm  is  now  known  under  the  name  of 
the  Island  Woolen  Manufacturing  Company.  It  is  one  of  the  hea\  iest 
manufacturing  houses  in  the  state.  This  water  power  was  farther  nn- 
proved  in  ISUT  by  a  stock  company  consisting  of  M.  J.  Drown,  A.  A. 
Avery,  T.  Thomas,  Levi  Ci-ouch,  W.  F.  Mills  and  others,  who  organized 
under  the  name  of  the  Baraboo  Manufacturing  Company,  and  built 
several  manufacturing  buildings  near  the  woolen  mills.  Tlie  gooils 
manufactured  are  chairs,  bedsteads,  and  tlic  like.  Their  sales  extend 
over  the  entire  northwest. 

Tlie  Tratt-IIayes  water-power  and  buildings  were  purchased  in  ^M'.^ 
by  Thomas  and  John  Seahurn,  who  put  in  more  cabinet  machinery.  In 
18o6,  Thomas  Seaburn  withdrew  and  J.  N.  and  If.  T.  Savage  l)ougl!t 
his  interest.  11.  T.  Savage  introduced  the  cottage  bedstead  which  has 
become  so  wid.'ly  known.  This  firm  did  a  good  business  until  the 
burning  of  tl;cir  .^hop,  when  the  Pratt  hub  and  spoke  factory  was  al-o 
destroved.     This  occurred  in  the  winter  of  18G4. 

P.  A.  Bassett  and  J.  F.  Snnford  bought  in  1S."»4  a  half  interest  in 
this  water  power  and  erected  a  large  tlouring  mill  having  six  run  of 
stone.  Sanford  withdrew  soon  after  its  completion  and  Bassett  c-.n- 
tinued  the  business  alone.  T!u>  mill  did  an  enormous  anwunt  of  work. 
Mr.  Bassett  ailded  a  cooper  shop  to  ]ii<  mill  and  employed  some  thirty 
hands  setting  up  barrels,  with  which  he  supplied  the  whole  surrounding- 
country.  But  in  18G0,  the  proprietor  of  this  mammoth  concern  failed, 
and  the  mill  property  passed  into  the  hands  of  R..  11.  Strong  of  ^Mil- 
waukec.  Some  three  years  since  Mr.  Strong  became  a  resident  of  Bar- 
aboo,  since  wliieh  time  he  ha^  erecte.l  a  lai-ge  elevator  ujiou  llic  railroad. 
and  has  been  doing  a  ]>ri-k  bu.-ine-s. 

The  water  power  at  tiiis  p.int  is  now  owned  by  ii.  U.  Strung,  who 
runs  the  irrist  milk  and  I'.  J'ratt  w]i..  has  a  v;nv  mill  oppn<it.>.  e\<-ei,ting 
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iwo  luiiuliv.l  iiu-lies  hcloii-in-  to  tlio  cstnlc  of  A.  W.  Sturks.  Tlio 
-nsL  mill  \v.\<  ;i,  irs  iiicivliaiil  department  five  nm  of  >U>ur.  with  a 
ea])aeity  to  iiianunicture  .,iie  thousand  barrels  of  Hour  per  week.  In  tlie 
•■'Ktoin  .lepartnu'ur  there  are  two  run  of  stone,  and  tliey  do  a  fair  bii.si- 
ni'ss.  Ljsi  year  tlie  mill  manufaetnred  tliirty-fivc  thousand  barrel,-^,  and 
this  year  twenty-three  thousand.  The  supply  of  wheat  is  mainly  ob- 
tained from  diilerent  points  up  the  road,  not  enou.irh  being  raised  in  this 
soetion.     The  mill  employs  ten  liands. 

'l"he  Pratt  saw  mill  runs  two  saws,  and  cuts  an  average  of  from  three 
hundred  iliuusand  to  f)ur  hundred  thousand  f.-et  of  o^  and  basswood 
lumber  per  season.  There  is  in  connection  witli  it  a  planing  mill  and 
general  machine  shop.  'J^he  two  mills  em^doy  ten  hands.  Air.  Pratt 
m  the  spring  of  1675,  in  company  with  C.  Langdon,  started  a  lumber 
yard  whidi  is  doing  a  good  business.  Upon  this  water-power  in  18GG, 
Xathan  iStarks  put  up  an  extensive  foundry  and  machine  shop.  It 
pvoved  to  be  unremunerative.  The  property  now  belongs  to  tlie  estate 
of^Cen.  A.  \\.  Starks,  and  is  run  by  William  Wackier." 

The  editor  of  the  '^{epul  lie,"  in  1850,  offered  six  and  one-fourth 
cents  f  .r  a  local.  In  the  same  p-aper  is  a  statement  of  the  average 
deaths  occuring  in  the  whole  town  during  the  preceding  six  years,  which 
was  only  twenty-six.  The  doctors  must  have  looked  sliin  enough,  if 
they  lived  entirely  by  their  profession.  The  weather  during  those"years 
^vas  noted  for  its  coolness,  a  frost  having  occurred  on  the  20th  of  August 
tor  the  three  successive  years  of  185T-S-0. 

A  fire  company  was  organize<l  in  June,  1800,  witli  M.  C.  Waite, 
Foreman;  AV.

.*^ecretary  and  Levi  Crouch,  Treasurer.  It  was  afterward  dislnuided. 
^  ^  '1  he^Free  Congregational  or  Uiiitarian  church  was  established  in  18G0. 
liie  JJev.  Ical^o.l  Codding,  well  known  as  a  polished  speaker,  preached 
the  hrst  ritual  sermon  at  the  court  house,  on  October  28th  of  that  year  ; 
:"'d  occasionally  preached  in  the  ^ame  place  from  that  time  until  1805. 
lie  died  at  Jlaraboo  June  17th,  TsO'il.  The  I'nitarian  church  was  built 
'l^i'ing  the  j.astorate  of  IJcv.  A.  A.  Poberts,  who  was  settled  hero  as 
I'.''>tor  from  October  18iJ5  to  October  18G8,  the  church  beinir  dedicated 
JH  l>ccember,  l.sG7.  He  was  followed  by  llev.  F.  M.  Holland,  A.  M., 
who  s.-rved  until  .July,  ]S7:],  when  ill  health  compelled  him  to  cease  his 
labnr<.  After  this  Kev.  .rulius  Ferrette.  form,  rlv  a_  bidiop,  ]|,.v  \,  A. 
lJ'.bcrt>  and  IJcv.  Sa:,i.  L.,i, :;;:.!!.„;-  ..^.-li  <ervd  lor  a  short  j^eri-.d.  TIh' 
|'1-<'^.':k  ineumlH-iu  is  Kev.  d.  ().  N.  Hewitt,  who  is  a  man  of  natural 
^'•"l"y.    a    ela-ie    ><I,..!ar.    an  ,l.^m-u\  ^i„ak.r   and    ;.  hlcMsant    wriler. 
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The  cnect.s  of  the  crash  of  ISOT  n;ul  .^-caicciy  lo^^iiii  to  uioapju-ar, 
Avhon  llie  war  spread  its  dark  cloud  over  the  land.  Tiic  people  of  ^nuV 
County  Avorc  cntliu.-iastic  in  ilicir  desire  t'i  crush  tlie  robellion.  Tin.' 
first  enlistments  at  Jiaraboo  Merc  of  tAvelve  men  who  were  allotted  to 
Company  E,  First  Wisconsin  Infantry.  The  entire  twelve  returnetl,  we 
believe,  to  the  state,  but  only  one,  A.  D.  Kimball,  is  at  present  a  re>i- 
dent  of  the  town. 

The  first  regular  company  [organized  here  Averc  the  Sauk  County 
Itillcs.  It  afterAvard  became  Company  A  of  the  Sixth  AVisconsin,  and 
formed  a  part  of  the  celebrated  Iron  Brigade  of  the  army  of  the  Poto- 
mac. T'hc  crmiiiaiiy  was  mustered  into  service  July  28,  18G1,  having  a 
hundreil  and  twehe  men,  including  the  following  oOicers  :  Captain, 
Adarn  G.  Malloy :  First  Lieutenant,  D.  K.  Xoyes,  and  Second  Lieu- 
tenant, T.  C.  Thomas,  The  company  fared  hard.  Tv.enty-cight 
were  killed,  and  ten  dieil  of  disease  while  in  the  army.  At  the  battle 
of  Antietam,  thirteen  were  struck  down  at  one  shot,  and  after  the  action 
only  three  were  able  to  report  fit  for  duty.  Previous  to  this,  Ca])tain 
>Lilloy  had  been  promoted  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  Seventeenth 
Picgiment,  and  I).  K,  Xoye?  to  Captain  of  Company  A.  The  latter 
received  a  wound  at  the  battle  of  Antietam,  which  necessitated  the  am- 
putation of  his  right  foot.  lie  was  discharged  in  Jtdy,  18G4,  having 
beeit  in  the  army  nearly  two  years  after  he  became  disable(L  But  in 
January  of  the  next  year  we  find  him  as  Major  of  the  Forty-ninth 
Regiment,  and  a  little  later  promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  same 
regiment.  In  18ijl.  the  places  of  both  first  and  second  lietitcnant 
became  vacant,  and  ]\Iair  I'ointon  and  Xelson  Moore  Avere  proinoieil 
from  the  ranks  to  those  positions. 

The  president  having  ordered  a  draft  to  take  place  January  oth  ISiM, 
it  was  found  that  Paraboo  needed  fourteen  men  to  fill  her  quota,  and  a 
meeting  was  called  of  the  citizens  who  voted  a  tax  of  82,800.0U  to  be 
given  as  bounty  t'>  volunteers.  Sliortly  after  this,  ten  men  of  Company 
A  re-enlisted  an<l  were  accreilited  to  the  town.  Their  names  arc  as  fol- 
lows: Frank  M.  Crandall,  George  A.  llarj),  J.  J.  Jenkins,  F.  K.  Jen- 
kins, Amos  V.  Johnson,  Charles  Kellogg,  James  Whitty,  Mair  Pointon. 
Elon  A\  yman  and  Frank  Graham.  It  Avas,  however,  not  made  knoAvn 
to  the  peojile  of  IVarrboo  that  these  men  had  re-enlisted  until  after  the 
(piota  had  been  filled  by  new  v'duniec)>.  Put  they  filled  the  fjunta  on 
a  sub-^eijuent  drait,  Avlirii  iiiurli  higlnw  hu-al  ]>i)uiuii-  v.'ere  being  ]i.'ii<l: 
yet  sueli  \va>  llu'  mixed  state  (if  .atliiirs  that  ihcv  ree.'i\.(l  iiu  Ineal  ln.iiiiiy 
-at  all. 
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The  company  was  mil >t('i-e(l  out  of  .^(■r\ioc  July  J  it]i,  J8G.J,  ai'tci- 
liavinfj  vrm  a-  a  pan  nf  tlie  Inni  Bii,i;ailo  ilii<  conuneiulailon  of  Gcn- 
oral  McClollaii :  ■•Tiiry  :;ro  equal  to  tlio  l)C'st  troops  of  ;iny  army  in 
the  Avorhl."  v 

From  tlio  Ailjutant  (loiicral's  report,  for  ISO-"),  we  take  the  followino^ 
•wliich  every  one  ^^ho  had  a  rehitivc  in  that  regiment  must  read  with  ;i 
r;;low  of  pride:  "'On  tlie  14tli  of  July,  the  regiment  was  mustered  out 
of  pervice,  and  on  the  I'itli  airivei]  at  Madison.  On  reaching  the  capi- 
tal of  the  state,  tlicy  boeaine  tlie  recipients  of  an  enthusiastic  public 
welcome,  in  the  capitol  jiaik.  at  the  hands  of  the  slate  officers  and  citi, 
zens.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  ceremonies,  the  words  of  connnand  were 
given;  the  bronzed  veterans  wheeled  to  the  right;  drums  and  fifes 
struck  U]i  their  stormy  music ;  and  Avith  guns  at  'the  right  shoulder 
shift'  and  bayonets  gleaming  in  the  slant  sunbeams,  under  the  green 
arches  of  the  summer  trees,  the  last  organized  fragment  of  the  army  of 
the  Potomac,  bearing  the  rent  and  shot-torn  banners,  on  which  are  in- 
scribed the  names  of  such  historic  battles  as  South  ^louiitain,  Antietam, 
Chancelorville,  Gettysburg,  The  "Wilderness,  Cold  Harbor,  Petersburg, 
AVeldon  Pvailroad,  Hatcher  Pain  and  Pive  Forks,  passed  on  to  dissolve 
and  disappear  from  men's  eyes  forever,  but  to  live  innnortal  in  history 
and  in  the  memory  of  a  grateful  people."

A  company  was  reeruite'l  hy  l)avi(l  ,S.  A'ittuni.  now  president  of  the 
First  National  Lank  of  Jhirahoo.  Jt  was  afterward  assigned  to  the 
Third  Cavalry,  ^ith  Mr.  Vittuni  as  eajitain.  Jle  was  a  war-]-)eniocrat, 
and  as  sueh  met  with  eonsidorahlc  o])]iositit>ii  in  hi.>  wurk.  l^ut  returns 
show  that  he  was  more  than  suceessful,  for  Coiu^iany  ]•',  Third  AViscon- 
sin  Cavalry,  left  Barahoo,  Deecniher  oth,  iNiJl,  and  was  mustered  into 
the  United  States  service  .hiniiary  4tli,  lSi;2,  it  luivitig  hcen  recruited 
and  in  canij)  inside  of  four  weeks.  It  consisted  of  eighty-eight  men. 
thirty-fivf  of  whom  were  residents  of  J^arahoo.  Twenty  of  these  re- 
turned after  the  A\ar,  a  fevr  of  whom  are  noi\  residents.  Among  them 
are  IF.  J.  Case,  I'reseoit  L(jngley,  C.  \\\  ]\»rter,  V\'alv,orth  Porter,  C. 
]l.I)a\is,  Martin  Cummings,  Samuel  liriseoe,  .loseph  ])oj)pler,  ami  AV. 
^V.  Andrews.  This  company  and  tlie  regiiricnt  Avere  ordered  to  the 
extreme  southwest  of  the  departme]it  of  the  Missouri,  and  most  of  the 
regiment  s])ent  the  entire  period  of  service  there,  in  the  field  of  oper- 
ations of  the  boldest  and  IJoodiest  (juerrilla  eliiefs  of  the  border. 
Quantrell  killed  ninety-seven  in  the  slaughter  at  I'axter's  Springs,  most 
of  whom  belonged  to  this  regiment.  The  comjiany  was  at  the  battle  of 
Prairie  Grove,  and  engaged  in  every  fight  -witli  Sterling  I'riee  from 
Lexington  to  2sewtonia.  Li  March,  ISGa,  the  eon"ipany  Avas  re-organ- 
ized as  veterans,  ami  C.  W.  Porter  was  eonnuissioned  as  captain  and  1). 
S.  Vittuni  as  lieutenant  colonel  of  the  regiment. 

The  Baraboo  Rifles  were  recruited  daring  the  sjning  and  summer  of 
1 802,  and  became  Company  F  of  the  AVisconsin  Twenty-third  Ilegi- 
ment,  Ijeing  nuistered  into  service  in  Augu.-t  of  the  same  year.  The 
company  left  the  place  with  the  following  oflicers  ;  Captain,  Charles  II. 
Williams,  Fir.-t  J>ieutenant.  .laeob  A.  Scheliek.  and  Second  Lieutenant 
E.  L.  ^^albridge:  l>at  ujxm  being  mustered  iiito  service,  all  three  weie 
promoted.  (.'.  II.  AYilliams  beciMuing  major  of  the  same  i-egiment.  and 
Schlick  taking  the  captaincy  of  Company  F.  D.  C.  Stanley  was  })ro- 
moted  to  the  place  of  AValbridge,  who  thus  became  first  lieutenant. 
The  latter  die.l  March  ^H.^i.  LS'>-"h  at  La  Crosse.  Wisconsin,  Avliile  on 
his  way  ln-ni.;  ou  h-M,e  <A'  ;'h<enre.  This  cau-ed  tlie  pmmolion  of 
Stanley  to  r.r>i  iientenanu  .md  of  Koberi  F.  Ctamhill  to  seeond  lieu- 
leaant .      The  regiment  \\assent  south  verv  <>w,ii  after   its  onranization. 
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II  W..O  cii-.i^(.(l  iu  ilic  .-ic-o  ul"  A'Jck.sliu.-^r.  and  >r\fi;il  lesser  ai-tiuiis 
jiikI  al.^o  suflbivd  terribly  l,y  (li.>ea.Mj.  AVliilo  stationed  at  Young's 
Point  tlie  winter  f'tllowin-  their  enlistment,  the  nialarioui  utmosphere 
struck  doAvn  nearly  ihree-fourths  of  the  entire  niiniher,  and  some  com- 
panies were  ^vithout  a  single  officer  fit  fur  duty.  The  chaplain,  Kev. 
C.  E.  Weirich,  father  of  J.  1.  Welrich  of  the  "  llepuUic,"  died  at 
Young's  Point,  in  February,  18t;:3,  and  many  otliei's  of  the  gallant  band 
sliared  the  same  fate.  After  three  years  of  active  duty,  the  regiment 
Avas  disbanded  in  July,  ISiio. 

In  the  fall  of  Ibijl,  Charles  Armstrong,  then  register  of  deeds,  gave 
up  a  paying  position,  and  began  enlisting  men  for  a  company.  This 
became  Company  II  of  the  seventeenth  Infantry.  Avhieh  was  faimiliarly 
knoAvn  as  the  "  Irish  lirigade."  Charles  Armstroiig  ^vas  elected  cap- 
tain of  the  company  Avhich  he  ^vas  instrumental  in  raising.  The  vniter 
learns  that  only  a  small  per  cent  of  the  men  -were  from  Baraboo.

The  women  of  Baraboo  did  a  noble  work  during  tlic  war.  Xot  a 
town  in  the  country  of  the  same  .<=ize.  furnished  a  greater  amount  of 
sup])lies  for  the  soldiers. 

Some  pleasing  reminiscences  of  army  days  will  not  be  out  of  place 
here.  When  the  Sauk  County  llilles  were  (luartered  at  the  Western, 
one  of  tlie  boys  from  Beedsburg  (Devereaux)  made  coiisiderable  fun  Ibi- 
the  company  at  the  dinner  table.  The  waiteraskcd  him  which  he  would 
have,  mince  or  rhuburb  pie.  Devereaux  looked  at  lier  a  m-.menl.  and 
exelaimed:  "  Wh-^^h;,l  '.  "  Th.'  waiier  asked  him  again  and  he  finally 
ehdse  rhubarb,  a^  that  \\a>  something  new.  ami  he  Avas  in  for  u'Ood 
feeding.     The  girl  brought  him  his  pie.       He  looked  at  it  susjuci 
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;is  iiHK'li  as  to  ?iiy,  '4  <jiii:iit  to  know  \\]v.\i  tli:it  is,  Jl  looks  (ninlliai-  ;' 
but  not  l)eing(Hiito  Siilistietl,  ho  cut  oil'  a  large  uioulliful,  ])ut  it  in  his 
mouth,  and  then,  after  managing  to  get  his  mouth  sufliciently  cmjity  so 
he  couhl  speak,  he  exclaimed  :   "  11 — 1.  tli-tlui-that's  p-p-pic-])lant  I  " 

Tliat  prince  of  adjutants,  I'rank  A.  Haskell,  of  llie  Sixtli  AVisconsin. 
was  one  mo/ning  mv.iuting  guard,  and  he  had  considerahle  trouldo  to 
get  the  men  to  dre>s  up  into  lino.  lie  gave  the  command,  '•  Jlight 
di-o.-s,"  several  times,  hut  it  was  of  no  use,  the  men  would  not  get  into 
j>hape  to  suit  Frank's  idea  of  a  straight  line.  lie  stepped  out  in  front 
of  the  line  and  said,  '•  The  seventh  man  step  out  a  little."  No  one 
moved,  ami  Frank  hegan  to  get  mad.  He  looked  at  Xo.  7  as  though 
he  would  look  liini  tlirough,  and  said:  ''I  mean  that  man  with  a  plow 
coulter  for  a  nose  !  "     IJill  ralmcr  .stepped  out  immediately. 

1'he  third  Ihiraooo  newspaper  was  started  hy  D.  K.  Noyes,  on  his 
rcturji  from  the  war.  The  iirst  number  appeared  in  July,  180(!,  and 
was  called  the  "  Independent."  At  the  end  of  a  year  he  sold  the  oihce 
to  W.  11.  Canfield,  .M.J.  Drown  and  D.  S.  Vittum.  These  men  rented 
it  to  J.  (.'.  niandlcr  aiid  l^eter  Richards,  who  run  it  a  few  mo)iihs, 
when  Cantieid  took  charge  of  it  and  changed  its  poli;ies  from  Republi- 
can to  Democratic.  F.  F.  Fverett  succeeded  31r.  Canfield  in  the  pult- 
lication  of  tlie  '■Jmlcpendent,"  but  in  June,  ISti'J,  it  passed  among  the 
things  that:  were,  and  is  known  no  more  to  the  people.  J.  C.  Chandler 
took  the  oltice  ami  raided  iVoni  the  renuiins  of  the  '' lnde])cndent "  a 
live  IJopubliean  paper,  A\hich  he  named  the  "  Sauk  County  Herald." 
Rut  its  existence  was  slim-t.  It  lived  only  six  months.  The  '•Repub- 
lic," publishe<l  by  V.'uirich  tS:  AVooduian  is  m.)W  the  only  pa))er  in 
R>araboo. 

'Jdie  F}ii-cop.al!an  Society  was  e^ta])lished  in  18<>T,  and  consisted  of 
some  six  familio.  Jn  F'^iis.  chey  bought  the  seminary  projterty  of  V. 
A.  J'assetl.  foi-  cliurch  and  schoij  pur['Oses. 

A  school-wur  occurred  in  iNll.  causing  ;rreater  excitement  in  Rara- 
boo  than  the  "  Indian  mass:;cre,";"  saw-log  Avar,"  or  perhaps  the  war  of 
tlie  rebellion.  The  principal  of  the  school,  I.  ,V.  Sabin,  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  displease  C.  C.  Iicmington.  It  is  .said  that  dilVerence  in 
religious  brlicts  was  the  fii'st  cause,  Mr.  Sabin  being  a  strong  orthodox, 
and  insisting  on  reading  the  bible  in  the  school,  while  Mr.  Remington 
bad  drterndned  ihai  it  sliould  not  be  read  there.  ]jui  the  chai-ge 
liV'^'Jur.t  ag lin.'L  Mr.  r^.-ibin  \*as  inciHij^./tcic-y.  The  county  superinreU'i- 
eiit,  ('.  ]*'.  \  ichabn,  l:ad  given  him  a  ccrtifcalc.  good  Ibr  two  Vfar-^. 
and    the   schooMioard   refused    to    lind    fault    witli    h:Mi;    so  the  uiatter 
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(iiiallv  litriiihr  a  poiilical  1<SU(.'.  Mr.  llciiilii^iitoii  . U-c], licl  tliat  lie  had 
made  tlie  r:ii>i)ig  (jf  a  fainily  of  cliildren  Ids  jn-iiieipal  Imsiiic^s  and  that 
1)0  Avoidd  have  such  ini  iiicouipetent  teacher  ))ut  out  of  oflice.  Mr. 
\'jebahn  A\aiited  to  serve  another  term,  and  he  did  not  kn(nv  uliat  to  do 
in  tlie  matter  to  secure  an  election.  A  large  proportion  of  the  people 
■were  on  Sahin's  side;  so  A'icbuhn  refused  at  first  to  annul  his  certifi- 
cate, which  -was  the  only  Avay  of  getting  him  out  of  the  school.  ])Ut  he 
did  aTinul  it  on  the  eve  of  the  election,  after  the  people  had  unanimously 
nominated  him.  The  breach  of  faith  :vas  discovered  by  Levi  Crouch, 
''Shanghai  Chandler,"  and  some  others,  and  circulai's  ^\ei'e  innncduitely 
issued  to  that  cfiL'ct  and  ^viilely  distriluited.  The  jieuple  did  not  know 
wlio  to  ehoo.-e  in  A^icbalnTs  lilace,  but  tbev  selected  Moses  Youufi-,  of 
Ilcedsburg.  'J'he  result  Avas  an  inglorious  defeat  of  A^iebahn,  avIio,  to 
excuse  his  cuurse,  had  declared  that  in  examining  Sabiu  he  had  used 
partiality,  and  had  not  given  Sabin  as  hard  cpiestions  as  the  others. 
Moses  Young,  having  been  elected,  duly  qualified,  and  then  lie  resigned. 
This  left  the  place  again  vacant.  Ivow  the  A^iebahn  party  flew  with  a 
])etition  to  the  state  superintendent,  who  had  the  privilege  of  making 
an  appointment;  but  that  dignitary  decided  that  A'icbahn  having  been 
so  ingloriously  defeated,  was  not  the  choice  of  the  })eo})le.  lie  accord- 
ingly appointed  I'resident  Terry  of  Spring  Green  Academy  to  fill  the 
vacant  place. 

The  same  year,  a  literary  society  flourished  here.  One  evening, 
William  Hill  is  said  to  have  made  a  speech,  lie  took  up  the  subject  of 
phrenology,  and  declared  that  the  brain  can  be  developed  by  culture, 
which  no  thiidving  person  doubts.  lie  further  said  that  as  the  frontal 
brain  developed,  the  hair  gradually  receded,  giving  a  rounder,  fuller 
forehead.  This  was  all  very  well,  but  he  wanted  to  give  an  illustration 
atul,  remembering  a  brother  Ashowas  a  farmer  while  he  was  engaged  in 
literary  pursuits,  he  continued:  '•  For  instance,  look  at  m^- head,  and 
compare  it  with  my  brother  James  I  "  The  peojde  thought  the  illustra- 
I  tion  funny,  and  some  one.  remembering  a  printer  by  the  name  of  Kelly, 

I  who  had  not  a  hair  on  liis  head,  remarked  that  said  Kelly  must  be  a 

i  very  intellectual  man.  as  his  hair  had  receded  entirelv  out  of  siirht. 

It  Avas  in  Baraboo  that  the  Cardifl'  giant  Avas  conceived.      A  tobacco- 
I    .  nist  by  the  name  of  Hull  originated  the  idea  Avhile  fumbling  among  his 

tobacco  leaves.  He  then  Avent  to  loAva  and  lu-ought  it  into  existence  ; 
affer  Ashi^h  liv  had  h  b  mt  1  ^'i;  the  firm  of  a  ivl'itivc  nc:.r  Syracu-^e. 
IS'cAv  Y'ork.  ami  >ul).-oiiucnily  uue.inhed  it  to  usroni-Ii  tlieAviirld.  Even 
thennst  learned  fell  into  ihe  snare,  and  regarded  the  creation  a^  a  relic 
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of  iLe  ''days  vlien  tlievo  vcvc  ginnt?  in  tlio  land."  The  fraud  was 
finally  discoverdl,  and  Hull  had  iq  niako  himself  scarce  in  that  section. 
]>ut  he  is  said  lo  have  made  consideralilo  money  by  the  enterprise. 

On  Decend.ier  Cd,  "J  871,  nearly  the  -whole  of  the  south  side  of  the 
S(|uare's  busine.-s  buildings  were  destroyed  by  fire.  But  the  conflagra- 
tion proved  a  blessing,  for  the  places  of  the  Avoodcn  buildings  burned 
have  been  sup])lied  ^vith  large  substantial  brick  stores. 

l*hilarmon  Pratt,  in  1ST2,  enlarged  his  residence  and  there  opened  a 
hotel  known  as  the  Pratt  House,  which  he  kept  for  a  couple  of  years 
and  then  leased  it.  to  Dan.  Chambeilain.  This  hotel  is  but  a  few  rods 
from  the  depot. 

The  people  decided,  nt  quite  an  early  day,  that  they  must  have  a 
railroad ; — that  they  did  not  get  one  for  so  long  a  time  was  certainly  no 
fault  of  the  ncv.-s]iapcr.  In  looking  over  tlio  files -of  the  "Republic," 
we  find  that,  witli  its  advent  here,  it  began  to  agitate  the  moraentuous 
question,  and  ke})t  it  up  with  unabated  vigor  for  a  number  of  years. 
Every  week  it  had  a  leader  on  the  subject; — the  railroad  was  always 
sure  and  nearly  here.  What  is  still  more  remarkable,  it  was,  nearly 
every  week,  a  different  road  that  was  so  near.  From  north,  south,  east 
and  west  were  these  air-roads  built,  and  when  they  got  nearly  here  they 
sto])ped  and  vanished,  one  always  giving  place  to  another.  There  must 
have  been  a  great  many  railroad  projects  in  those  days,  or  the  ])eo})le 
must  have  had  a  very  fertile  imagination. 

For  over  twenty  years,  this  matter  Avas  agitated  and  considered  and 
argued,  before  the  expectations  of  the  people  were  realized.  They  had 
always  looked  lor  a  road  coming  hitherward  from  Milwaukee;  but  this 
expectation  was  crushed  when  the  Milwaukee  and  Saint  Paul  road  chose 
a  route  further  north.  ]>ut  so  much  in  need  of  a  railron<l  was  the  val- 
ley, that  the  peojde  decided  to  apply  for  a  charter  to  build  one,  without 
knowing  how  or  Avhcn  it  would  be  built.  Among  the  earnest  workers 
for  this  measure  in  this  county  were  Colonel  Ablemnn,  Joseph  ]\Iackey, 
T.  T).  Lang,  Tei-rell  Thomas  and  Moses  Young.  A  charter  was  obtained 
bearing  date  of  ^Marcli,  IbTO,  which  was  afterward  transferred  to  the 
Chicago  and  >»'orthwestern  road,  and  the  Daraboo  Air  Line  railroad 
became  a  part  of  the  Madison  Division  of  that  line.  The  road  was 
completed  in  InT-,  and  its  opening  witnessed  by  a  most  enthusiastic 
])eopIe.

In  I8GT,  Mr.  T.  D.  Lang  bought 
out  Mr.  Peek,  and  a  little  later  Islv.  Orvis  sold  his  interest  to  J.  A. 
Struthers.  The  former  ownci'S  are  both  dead.  Mr.  Lang  lias  Ijcen  a 
resident  of  this  place  since  1850. 

G.  II.  Paeon,  Druggist  and  grocer,  came  to  Baraboo  in  IS.'VJ.  lie 
was  for  a  time  in  the  dry  goods  trade.  The  amount  of  business  now 
done  by  him  is  ii^]'2,0()0  a  year. 

Gattiker  Brothers  are  the  proprietors  of  a  large  hardware  house, 
e^^tablished  eight  years  since.  The  amount  of  business  done  is  from 
.^2.3,000  to  830,000  yearly. 

Ira  Humphrey  is  another  large  dealer  in  hardwa)'e.  He  was  at  one 
time  a  partner  with  Alfred  Gottiker. 

r)])ert  iS:  Clavadatscher  rc])rescnt  an  enterprising  nieichandise  house. 
W,  Obcrt  came  to  Baraboo  in  18G8,  and  -was  an  employe  in  the  Island 
woolen  mills  until  ISTL  He  then  became  a  partner  with  G.  Bower  in 
t!ie  general  merchandise  business,  and  the  firm  was  known  as  BoAver, 
Obert  iS:  Co.  The  fire  of  1871  destroyed  nearly  the  entire  stock  of 
goods  l^'longiiig  tliis  firm.  Overt  .^  Clavadatscher  resumed  business  at 
the  ohl  stand  in  one  of  the  fine  new  stores  erected  immediately  after 
the  fire,  ]Mr.  Bower  withdrawing.  These  young  men  have  a  good  rej)- 
utation  as  successful  businessmen. 

J.  J.  Draper  has  a  meat  market  in  another  of  the  fine  buildings  on 
the  south  side  of  tlie  sfjuare  and  which  he  built  himself  He  cameheie 
in  PSiiS. 

BoAver  X'  Faller  ((.leorge  Bovver  and  "William  Faller)  have  a  large 
general  n;erchandise  house,  which  they  established  in  1872.  Mi-.  Px.wer 
has  lived  in  P>araboo  since  he  was  a  boy.  The  firm  is  doing  an  exten- 
sive business. 

Huntington  \  Stauh'y,  dealers  in  general  merehandisc,  carrry  a 
business  of  SlO.OOO  in  a  large  store,  25x80  feet,  situated  on  the  south 
sid*'  of  the  Sipcire.      Mr.  Huntington  is  one  of  the  eai-ly  settlers.

A  tliroat  disease  oldiged  liiin  to  cease  liis 
ministei-ial  duties. 

Pv.  k  C.  Purrington  arc  anndier  general  nicreliandise  firm.  P.  Pur- 
ington  came  from  Madisnji  to  tliis  ]tlaee  in  iSo."),  and  in  eompany  witli 
"\V.  Biirrington.  opened  a  gi-oecry  store  near  tlie  lii'idge.  Tliev  then 
erected  a  building  adjoining  the  grocery  and  stocked  it  with  dry  floods. 
Subsequently  they  bought  the  >[axwell  "corner  store"  site  and  moved 
the  new  building  thereon.  This  firm  sold  out  in  ISTo,  and  in  the 
spring  of  1ST5,  R.  .*c  C.  Purrington  went  into  business  at  their  present 
place.

He  has  beencounty 
elerk  since  Ib^UT.  Chauneey  AVarner  settled  here  in  j84'.t.  His  son, 
i I.  T.  Warner,  now  practices  law  in  this  village.  In  18.31,  Charles 
]>ender,  a  blacksmith  and  Avagon  maker  now  doing  business  on  Fourth 
street,  settled  hero:  in  18o2,  cann-*  Thomas  Ferris,  a  painter;  in  18.");5, 
A.  II.  Cowles,  a  blacksmith,  cotmiieiiccl  luisiness:  and  in  ISol,  Wil- 
liam rov.er,  a  tailor  and  dealer  in  clothing,  on  Oak  street,  began  work- 
ing al  his  trade  here.  A.  Andrev.s,  a  shocnudvcr.  was  a  settler  of  l>-'4'.i. 
and  George  Bloom,  another  shocmalie)',  came  in  18,3.').  The  latter,  in 
the  fall  of  1875,  bought  out  the  firmer,  Avho  at  that  time  took  his  de- 
parture for  Europe.  Elisha  Douglas  and  family  settled  here  in  18.3-:n 
and  John  13.  Walbridge  in  l8-3'3.  "N'olney  ]Moore  and  family  arrived  in 
18'3(.).     They  opened  tlie  Exchange  hotel. 

Captain  Moore,  in  some  notes  contributed  to  tliis  ^\ork  pays  the  f  )1- 
lowing  tribute  to  Mrs.  Peck  :  "It  would  not  be  exagerating  if  1  shotdd 
say  that  Mrs.  Feck  was  considered  by  early  settlers  to  possess  all  the 
(pialifications  reipiisile  to  the  first  settlement  of  a  countr}' ;  and  as  time 
rolled  on  and  habitations  became  thicker,  then  we  were  forced  to  ac- 
knowledge in  her  a  benefactress  and  true  friend.  She  Avas  equally  at 
home  among  rich  and  poor.  She  was  the  hrst  to  enter  tlie  sick  room 
and  the  last  to  leave  it.  Slie  administered  to  all  alike — rich  and  }»oor, 
noble  and  ignoble,  ■without  money  and  without  price.  I  shoidd  be 
recreant  to  my  duty  ;;s  u  man  did  1  neglect  to  acknowledge  her  kind- 
ness ujion  one  ocea.^ion  to  my  fimily  ^\heu  she  allowed  her>eU'  to  be 
drawn  thirty  miles  by  an  ox  team  o^•er  a  frightful  roa'l  to  attend  my 
sick  wife,  leaving  her  <r.>n  fimilv  Ibr  a  innnber  of  days  in  order  lo  take 
care  of  mine.  She  was  the  good  Samaritan.  Slie  would  leave  the 
nint'ty-nine  and  hunt  the  fuir  that  v.as  lost,  regardless  of  labor  or 
expense." 

Another  woman  ^\hv.>e  kirn! ne-s  is  proverbial,  is  Mrs.  I*.  I'ratt.  The 
writer,  whom  illness  detained  for  several  weeks  at  her  hou.^e.  is  witness 
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of  ]i:r  goDiliK':::.-  ,A  lu'uii  ahJ  tile  iiL-i-rocL  un.<cllishiic.-..s  of  licr  iiatmc- 
]Ior  stR'iigtli,  energies  and  means  aic  l-.e].t  euiitiuually  exhausted  in  nets 
oF  cliai-ity  and  kindne.ss  ;  and  so  \\  lias  been  all  her  liTe.  Quiellv, 
lovingly  is  the  good  work  done,  and  iiot  tens  but  hnndieds  rise  u])  and 
eall  lier  blessed. 

'i'herc  arc  othei'S  of  the  old  settlers  mIio  have  done  a  good  work  f.r 
the  sick  and  needy,  among  Avhoiu  arc  >rrs.  Xewsoni  and  Mrs.  Xcwinan. 
3ii's.  Catlierine  lloskins  has  always  been  found  a  willing  worker  in 
cases  of  sickness.     'Jlic  lloskins  family  are  settled  in  ].yon>. 

Benjann'n  Pur.ly,  a  caldnct  maker,  and  at  one  time  i)osiina,-,ter  at 
I'araboo,  was  among  the  early  settlers.  Jliram  Bowles  and  family  came 
at  an  early  day.  lie  is  dead,  but  his  widow  still  resides  here.  .Airs. 
Lydia  Clark  is  another  old  settler.  S(j  is  1).  Kclsey,  for  nuinv  vears  a 
blacksmith  of  this  place.  Davi<l  ^[unson  and  wife',  JI.  D.  Euins  and 
Jolin  Travis  are  others. 

THE  PEWIT'S  NEST. 
1'he  surroundings  of  Baraboo  ai-c  rich  in  natural  beauties.  Moun- 
tain and  valley  scenery  are  so  pleasingly  intermingleil,  that  the  tastes  of 
all  can  be  gratified  v.  ithin  the  radius  of  a  fcv  miles.  Here  is  a  i;;reen 
plateau  skirted  by  a  nuniuuring  stream;  and  there,  almost  within  range 
of  the  vision,  are  miniature  mountains,  overhanging  rocks  and  lea])ing 
waterfalls.  One  of  the  places  of  resort,  bordering  Baraboo,  is  what  is 
known  as  the  "Pewit's  Xest."  Why  such  a  name  was  given  it,  the 
writer  has  failed  to  discover.  A  small  stream  known  as  Skillet  Creek. 
leaps  downward  among  jutting  rocks  in  a  .«icries  of  rapids  and  falls  ;  an.] 
at  one  spot  the  action  of  this  water  has  worn  a  lai-gc  hole  in  the  rocks, 
which  there  tower  perpendicularly  aliove  it  to  the  height  of  ni)iety  or 
otie.  hundred  fl>et.  This  hole,  which  somewhat  resembles  a  skdlet, 
]ir(jbably  was  the  origin  of  tlie  iiame  given  to  the  c;eek. 

In  1842,  a  man  by  the  name  of  1,'runson  put  up  a  turning  lathe  at 
that  ])oint,  using  the  skillct-like  hole  for  a  shoji.  :Mr.  Branson  also  did 
blacksniithing.  He  was  assisted  in  his  business  by  Captain  Moore.  A 
}ilatf(.iin  was  erecteil  to  keep  the  workmen  out  of  the  water,  and  the 
work  had  to  be  lowered  l)y  ropes  from  the  rocks  ovei-head.  Captain 
Moore  says  that  ]]runson  Avas  always  out  of  woed,  ai-.d  every  customer 
had  to  chop  wood  enough  with  which  to  do  his  work  bclore  he  could  get; 
it  done.  The  work,  too.  was  apt  to  take  (pieer  shapes:  if  one  wanted 
circidar  woik  he  was  tpiiteapi  to  get  ociagoiueal,  and  z'"'.:/  '/,'/-^./.  Mr. 
Bruuseu  livcil  with  his  fuiiily  in  a  hut  near  his  sh<.p.  'J'he  latter  .-po! 
is  remembered  as  beina  the  nlaee  of  a  :\Iormon  bantism.     B,nin<on  and 
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liis  wile  were  tlic  converts,  ;md  a  tiaveliiig  i»riesl  [KiibnueJ  tlieeeivuiony. 
Il  is  said  tluiL  thy  Towii's  uesl  Avas  ouee  Uic  Jtii  of  a  ^'aW)"  of  couii- 
terfeitor-.  V>ut  Captain  Moore  detiics  tlie  trutli  of  tlic  statement.  lie 
says  tliat  if  Uruiisou  or  any  one  else  ever  made  lountcrfeil  money  tliere 
he  did  not  know  it,  and  he  certainly  saw  no  signs  of  counterfeit  money 
oi-  aTiy  other  kind  of  money  in  Brunson's  possession.  l>ut  then,  it  is 
quite  natural  that  the  ca])tain  slioidd  testify  thus.      Wlio  would  not? 

J.  11.  Shourds,  another  of  the  eai-ly  settlers,  bought  the  projierty 
and  erected  a  mill  there  in  IS-'d!.  lie  experienced  great  trouble  in 
building  a  dam — in  fact  the  two  first  ones  built  went  out,  or  proved 
useless.  The  third  liad  fill  of  forty-one  feet.  I'or  a  time,  he  did  a  good 
business  ;  but  meeting  with  reverses  he  left  the  mill  and  went  to  the 
mountains.  During  his  absence,  the  mill  was  burned  by  an  incendiai'y. 
and  the  dam  partially  destroyed.  A  portion  of  the  dam  and  of  the 
mill-^^ heels  are  yet  to  be  seen.  ^l\\  Shourds  still  owns  the  property, 
which  might  be  u>ed  to  better  advantage  as  a  place  of  summer  report 
for  romantic  touri^ts  than  for  a  mill-power.  People  in  search  of  natui'al 
beauties  should  not  fail  to  see  the  Pewit's  nest.  The  creek  is  full  of 
fishes,  that  will  help  «.ne  eat  a  liuich  at  a  slight  invitation  ;  and  it  is  very 
anuising  to  feed  them,  when,  after  scaling  the  rocks  and  walking  the 
stringers  of  the  dam.  you  sit  down  on  the  green  bank  under  the  spread- 
ing trees  to  rest. 

DEVIL'S  LAKE. 

This  celebrated  jdace  of  resort  is  situated  ?o  near  Baraboo  as  to  T)e 
considered  a  part  of  it.  being  located  in  Sauk  County,  only  three  miles 
south  of  the  village.  The  lake  itself  is  about  a  mile  and  a  half  long, 
and  three-fourths  of  a  mile  wide,  partly  filling  a  basin  which  seemed  to 
be  scooped  out  of  a  mountain  for  that  purpose.  It  is  situate<l  three 
hundred  feet  abo\  e  the  Wisconsin  Kiver,  bordered  by  perpendicular, 
yet  broken,  rocky  bluffs,  wliicli  tower  to  the  height  of  from  five  to  six 
hundreil  feet  above  the  water.  In  the  crevices  of  the  rocks  and  at  tin; 
lop  of  the  bluffs,  as  well  as  skirting  the  edges  of  the  lake,  are  evergreens 
and  other  native  trees,  adding  to  the  majestic  wildness  of  the  scene. 
The  water  itself  is  soft  and  transparent,  fish,  irioss,  etc.,  lieing  visible  at 
a  great  depth.  The  lake,  whose  greatt-st  de[)th  is  fifty  feet,  has  no 
known  inlet,  aiid  scarcely  an  outlet.  It  is  suppi>scd  to  be  fed  by  sjtrings. 
Devil's  Lake,  of  course,  has  a  history  of  its  own.  Its  name  seemed  to 
have  luid  its  origin  in  an  Indian  legend.  The  tiuth  of  the  legend  is 
denied  by  s<'nit.'.  who  afiirm  that  it  originated  in  the  brain  of  some  j)ale- 
face  :  i-ithers,  an  ho  profess  to  know,  assert  that  the  legend  is  told  by  the 
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liicliaii.s  thciuMlvos.  .\s  tlu>rc  iU'e  no  other  rca.-nns  nivcu  for  tlio  (mM 
ii|)])(.'iiati()ii.  wo  iiiii<t  ])i-i'suiiii'  that  said  h'^rciul  must  he  at  least  a  i^hadow 
of  truth,  if  ii'"t  the  \vli(.>le  truth.  An  liuliau  chief  and  Ids  hravi'S  nu.it 
an  opjiosiiiL:  army  near  this  sjiot,  only  to  he  <-i\er)io\\  rred,  and  all  his 
iVillower.s  taken  j)ri<oners,  lie  alone  eseai)in;j;.  The  ea])ti\es,  live  hun- 
dred in  nundier,  were  hound  and  scalped;  a["tor  \\hich  ticy  were 
drowned  in  the  lake  hy  the  compierors,  who  Jnnuediately  after  the  deed 
of  vengeance,  turned  their  faci'S  from  the  sreiu:'  (d'  hhiodshcih  'J'he 
following  tnorrdng,  the  lonely  chieftain  came  slowly  from  his  liiding 
place  and  stood  beside  the  watery  grave  of  his  t'onijjaiuoius,  his  heart  too 
full  of  woe  and  hitterness  for  nuiny  words.  J'ut  some  lingering  native 
who  watched  him  from  the  heights,  heard  him  exclaim,  as  he  turned 
away:  ••Minm'-w;nikon  I  Minne-waukon ! "  ((/ursed  waterl  Cursed 
water!)  A  terror  Idled  the  listener,  and  he  lied  to  his  compaidons  ^vith 
a  wihl  story  of  that  curse.  Thenceforth  the  lake  was  known  as  .Minne- 
wauken,   and  as  a  cursed  water  avoided  by  those  who  had  mailc  it   the

Fn  1853,  Patrick  A.  I'assett 
entered  tlie  land  where  the  dwelling  house  of  Louis  Claude  is  novr  sit- 
uated. Jlirani  Iiice,  \n  18')4,  oitered  a  lot  on  the  southeast  and  builf 
a  cabin  thoie,  which  was  the  first  house  erected  ;it  the  lake;  ami  the 
same  year,  Sarah  J.  AVheoler  entoreil  the  portion  where  the  Club  House 
is,  and  fur  a  time  lived  thereon.  The  land  which  Bas.sett  entered  wa.s 
imniediately  made  over  to  A.  .1.  Tuttle,  who  sold  a  portion  of  it  to  George 
Xcwson,  a  mason,  tlie  first  in  Baraboo,  who  settled  here  184!t.  These 
two  men  erected  a  bathing  house  at  the  lake.  Jn  185(3,  Newson  sold 
his   interest   to   'i'uttle,   and   in  ISoT  Tuttle  sold  the  property  to  Louis 
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(.'laijde,  an  Englisli  gentleman  ^\lio  -till  h  t>  hi^  u-idence  tlieie.  About 
this  tinn^  Thomas  TlM>m]W(in  h.caied  at  the  lake.  He  was  a  captmter 
and  build.T.  and  w^.tkod  ;,t  h]<  trad.-  a t  Laiabuo,  wliciv  he  built  the 
Lnitarian  e'liiri-h,  and  si'vcral  large  iiuildings.  I'Mward  Mai>h  and 
.Jnliu  \\ .   Llike  purcha-cd.  in   IS'!^.  some  land  fr..m  Louis  Claude,    and 
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erected  a  liotol  whicli  they  culli'.l  tlie  iMiniH'\v:inken  IIou.^o.  They  Jilicr- 
Avards  soM  it  to  Sam.  llank-y,  who  run  it  fur  a  nuuibcr  of  years.  M 
the  comjdi'tion  of  tlie  railroad,  V.  V>.  I'ai-sons  \-  Co.,  also  ])roprictors  of 
the  A  lias  House,  Madison,  bought  the  property  and  built  a  large  rustic 
villa,  using  the  Minnewauken  House  for  a  Aving ;  and  this  they  named 
the  Clifl'  House.  It  is  beautifully  furnished,  and  is  a  popular  place  of 
sunnner  resort.  The  trains  in  the  summer  stop  at  the  Clilf  House  for 
meals.  The  lake  is  supplied  m  ith  a  neat  pleasure  steamer,  under  the 
charge  of  Captain  T.  Thompson.  'J'he  steamer  is  called  the  Minne- 
wauken,  and  was  named  by  a  little  daughter  of  Louis  Claude.  A  sail 
around  tlie  lake  is  sometliing  that  no  tourist  should  miss— if  only  to 
enjoy  the  ])ure  breeze,  and  to  get  a  better  view  tlian  can  be  had  from 
shore,  of  '  ^Turk's  Head,"  the  "Devil's  Foot-stool."  and  flic  "Xeedles,"
